Inward Religion is the only acceptable Devotion ro the Father of Spirits, and thetefore no ' run- 
ning now to Mount Guizem., no matter not for travelling to the Old Jeruſalem, no matter for run- 
ning to the Stalls for a Kd or Heifer, ro the Alrar with an Offering or Sacrifice : No matter-now 
for theſe Geremonies, Waſhings, Cleanfings, ©c. uſed by the ancient Jews ; Touch not, taſte not; han- 
dle wor, and all the pompous Trade of a Ceremonious Worſhip once enjoyn'd tothe Old Church, and 
pow impoſed by the Antichriftian, is now an illegitimate, a baſe-born Service, uſurp'd by Sacrilegi- 
ous People, who make it no Crime to fteal from Chriſt's Prerogative, and put themſelves inſtead of 
him, Head of rhe Church, 

*Tis rrae, we may, andifeiuft Worſhip yet with Hand'and Knee, we may yet attend upon a Font, 
and waſh in Water, and wair upon a Sacramental Table ; we may eat Bread; and drink Wine, as 
Signs and Seals of ſpiritual and abſtruſe Myſteries : But theſeare derived ro us by a Divine Inſtittion, 
they come with a Mandamus from God himſelf 3 and we have ſo few Ceremonies befides, except thoſe 
which are natural, and ſerve lively ro expreſs the inward Motions of our Hearts; and'ſo mich infvird 
ſpiritual Devorion is required with them.

2. Of the Quality of the Heavens.

4. Of the Stars and Planets. 


Hich deſerve to be conſidered, 1. 4s many. How many I know not, You have heard the 
Phraſes, As the Stars of Heaven for multitude, and as the Sands upon the Sea-ſhore : Uſed pro- 
miſcuouſly, ſomerimes one, ſomerimes the other. Aﬀtronomers have long ago reckoned up 1022 of 
them thar are viſible ; and 'ris concluded, thoſe rbat are invifible are far the greater number, P/a/. 
147. 4. He telleth the Number of the Stars, aud calls them all by thiir Names. If the Stars of Heaven 
be fo numerous, what are the Inbabiraacs thar dwell beyond !. I grant, 'ris a fittle Flock that goes ro 
Heaven, "compared with the tnany, many damned Souls char go ro Hell, but as God faid ro Abra- 
ham, Gen. 15. 5, Look:cnow towards Heaven, and tell the Stars, of thou be able to number them, &c. 
The number of them that fland about the Throne, # ten thouſand times ten thouſand, and thouſands of thou- 
Sands ftand before im ! Rev. 5.11. He ſheweth Mercy to thouſands of them that love him, and keep bs 
Commands. And let not any think, that amongft-ſo many Children, God will forger or overlook any 
of them, he knows them all, and will loſe none of them. He calls his own Sheep by Name, and leads 
them out, John 10. 3. He connes our wandrings, puts our Tears. into 4 Bottle, the very Hairs of our 
Head are all nambred. There's not a Word in our Momh, nor a Thought in our Heart, but he 
knows it alrogerber. Such Knowledge is top great for us ;'it may pur us into wonder, and firike us 
with an awful Reverence of rhe Divine Omnipotence and Wiſdom. Conſider then -a little Sinner, 
bow many thy Sins are, how many the Mercies of God beftowed upon thee, how many Invitations 
thou haft had to Repentance, and how many Repulfes thou' haſt given-to the Meflages of Heaven ; 
and withal,” how, if they were ten thouſand times ren thouſand more, God knows and remembers 
them all ; and then ſay with Fob, 9. 2. How ſhould Men be juft with God ? 


2, Their Greatneſi : Indeed, they ſeem little to us. becauſe they are « great way off : Diſtance of 


Place gives Diſadvantage to the Proſpect ;- bur be thar ſairh they are no bigger than they ſeem, is as 
wile as that Philoſopher, that thought the Sun was no bigger than his Head, The Learned and moft 
Skilful Aftronomers, do generally conclude it for a demonftrative Truth, that rhe leaft Star in the 
Firmament is bigger than tbe Earth we live upon': And yer theſe fo Bodies are carried fo bigh, 
ſupported only with the Hand of the Almighty, let not the penitenr Sinner theh ſay, can God raiſe 
me up from the Grave of Sin, from Things below, and ſer me wp/on high, and bring rhe ſafe to Hea- 
ven. ' Tho thou lieft now among rhe Porſherds, funk deep into Sin and Miſery, yet God is able ro lifc 
thee, and thoaſands more, and carry thee as upon Eagles Wings, and ſer you as Scars in Heaven, 
there to-fhine for ever and ever. Len) 

3. Diſtance from one another (eſpecially the Planers) and from the Earth. The Moon is next to us, 
Mercury next, Venw in the third place, the Sun fourth, Mars the fifth, Fupiter the ſixth, Saturn 
higheſt ; the Fixed Stars above them all. Were they all in the ſame Orb, they would move together 
at the ſame time, and make no Diſtintion of Day and Night, of Winter and Summer, or nor {a 
much as would ſerve for our Neceflities ; And ſhould they be all ſo low, as the loweft ; or ſhould be 
that holds them there, ler them fall thence by the reverſe of his Decree, or the withdrawing of bis con- 
ſtant Providence, they would ſoon ſet this World on Fire, and ſend us off the Stage, and burn the 


Uniyerſe into a Scroll : Should God draw back the Hand of his Omnipotence but one momenr, _ 
| ars 
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Sears would fall upon our Heads, and make this whole World into a Hell in the twinkling of an Eye! 
© How neceſlarily do we depend-upon- the Divine Mercy for our Safety and Security every Hour we 
© live. More wavs than one (than a thouſand) doth he keep Death and Deſtruction from us. Let us 
confider a little, this excellear Favour : So many Globes as big as Worlds, and moſt of them far greater, 
hanging over our Heads all the Days of our Life, and we {till walking ſafe under them ; how much 
(merhinks) do we owe to the Power and good Providence of God for faving our Lives in ſach immi- 
nent Danger. . Were thoſe excellent Bodies ſubject ro the like Irregularities as we are, apt ro go our 
of their place, to leave their Orbs, to diſobey the Will of him that made them, as Man generally is, 
whar a dangerous Condition ſhould we be in ! Damocles, who fat down to Table art a Feaft, with a 
naked Sword hanging over his Head, with a Horſe-bair, bad no ſuch reaſon of an awful fear npon bim, 
as we have, if he that govern'd the Stars were a Man, and not God. 

4. Their Light : Which is fo great in all, that if bur one of the Stars or Planers (except the Moon, 
which bath none but borrowed Light) were nor kept at a diſtance from us, they would certainly da- 
zle qur weak Eyes into abſolute blindneſs ;- or if removed much farther off, would nor ſerye our Ne- 
ceflities. . Bur of this more hereafter. 

$. Motion : Incredibly fwift, inſomuch, that, as Leſſivs ſaith, ſuch Stars as are near the Equinoctial 
Line, do move every Hour Forty millions of Miles, every Million being 4000006, and ſo in one 
Hour move more than comes to 2000 times the Compaſs of the Earth, The Sun (ſaith the ſame 
Author) in the compaſs of one Hour, goes in its motion 1000000 Miles ; whereupon 'cis certain, that 
in the ſame ſpace of time it equals the Compaſs of the Earth in irs Ccurſe, above Fifty times. '* What an 
* amazing Wonder of Omnipotence is this ! Ler thoſe Atheiftical Sinners think of ir, that call daily for 
a Miracle to prove the Being of a God. Here's a Miracle, that preſents before us every Day ! And 
every Man that hath Eyes in his Head (if be hath Brains r00) may fee ir, and wonder ! Why, whar 
would Men bave a God ro do, more than this ! If he ſhould make a freſh Creation of a World every 
Heur, Men might ftill wink and disbelieve; and till call for freſh Miracles ! As if the Almighty Fe- 
hovah bad nothing elſe ro do, than bumour the filly Paffions of Hard-hearted Sinners, of piriful incre- 
dalous Worms! Well ! it will not be long, bur God will juſtifie himſelf ro theſe Men, before An- 
gels and Devils, and ſhew that be did not leave himſelf wihonr Witneſs in the World. 

6. Influences : Which are diyers, and ſome of them nor known to us, - or diſcoyerable to us. I 


-- ſhall mention ſome: 


1. Warming theſe ſublunary Bodies, and infuſing ſuch a Hear into them, as is neceſſary for Life and 
Motion ; infomuch, that without ir, there would be no Generation, no Motion, no Life in the Crea- 
rures of this World. Take away bur the Sun our of the Firmament, and no Spring would appear, 
Man would be no more, the Acts of Accretion, Growing, Feeling, Moving, Seeing, Living, would 
all ceaſe preſently. Sol & Homo generant hominem, Nay, were the Sun removed bur as far from us 
as the Fixed Stars,” Eng/and would be Ireland, and all our Year prove a cold Winter ; our very Senſes 
would prove chill, and our Reaſons follow hard after them : For, Temperamentum animi ſequitur 
temperamentum Corpors : * What an excellent God have we to deal with, who accommodates us fo 
* kindly, ſeaſonably, ſuitably with Fire and Fuel from Heaven, nor only.to ferment the Clouds in order 
to Rain, to difſolve the Snow and Hail, to warm the Air that pierceth our Bodies, - ro foment the 
Eartb, and make it fruitful, bur alſo cheriſh our Human Bodies, and makes our Souls more pleaſant 
which dwell in ſuch warm Stoves. If all the Wood and combuſtible Matrer on the Earth were heap- 
ed rogether, to make one Pile, in order to a great Bonfire, for the benefit of the Earth, ir would nor 
do ſo mach good ( bur would come infinitely ſhort ) as the Stars and Planets of Heaven. Beſides, if 
the. Warmth of the lower Orbs be ſo friendly and beneficial to our Natures, © Whar is the Grace of God 
© that comes down from the Inner Heaven, the Light of his Countenance, to our Inner Souls! If the 
Sun with irs pleaſant Rays makes the ſublunary World ſmile, and laugh and ling, ſhall not the Special 
Grace and Favour of the Almighty, mach more pur Gladneſs into-our Hearts! And make us chear- 
ful in the Service of our;Maker ! If the preſence of the Hofts of Heaven, the Syn, Moon, and Stars 
be ſo comfortable, what is the Preſence of - the Lord -of Hoſts, rhe blefſed God, rhe Communion of 
the holy Jeſus, the Influences of the Spirit of Grace, the Company of Angels, Cherubim, and Sera- 
phiga ! Ler us ſay as P/al. 4. Many ſay, who will ſhew us any good ? --—-—&c, Beſides, if the outward 
Court of this World be ſo comforted with the Warmth of. the outward Parts of Heaven ; is there no- 
thing in tbe Emperial Orbs, in the Inner Chambers to refreſh and comfort che Church of God ! Is the 
Atrium Gentium (o pleaſant, and is the SanFum SanfForum ( the Holy of Holies ) devoid arid deſo-

Heavens, and give Ear, &c. All the Hoſt of the Heavens keep their place, and obſerve the 
Laws of their Creation, rhe very Clonds and Winds obey him ; only Man s an unruly, undutiful, 
difingenuoms, obſtinace Thivg, that will neither keep his Ocb, nor ſerve rhe Ends of his Creation, nor 
attend his Maſter's Will, oor purſue diligently his own Happineſs. Tho' our Free are upon the Earth, 
our Heads reach above the Clouds, and we are netr a-kin to the other Farid, and have very great Con- 
cernments beyond the Srars ; and yet thar we ſhould ler our Aﬀections fink into the Earth, and our 
Souls incline ſo ftrongly rowards Hell !

2. What did they learn from hence > Truly a great deal more than ſome Chriſtians learn from Na+ 
ture and Revelation both. I ſpeak nor of all the poor dark Hearben World ; bur of ſome who were 
more ſerious and contemplative amongft them, who rook more Pains than their Fellows. And I dare 
ſafely. ſay, that tho' their Eyes weredim, and the Light they ſaw by bur like the obſcure Twilight, or 
the firſt Dawning of the Sag that rhey might well School and Carechife ſome of our old Profef- 
ſors, Grey-bair'd Chriſtians, for Seven Years together. Ir wquld be too large a Task now ro telf you 
whar Leſſons they learn'd from the Contemplation and Study of theſe Things. Their Books of Moral Phi- 
loſophy, writ by Ari/orle, Plato, Cicero, Seneca, Iſocrates, &c, where they preach'd in our Pulpirs, 
were enough to fill fome Number of Years, with Sermons { my enough. for oar Auditors of the 
Lower Form : And convictive enough to ſhame the Major part of Chriſtians among us into Bluſhing.

Heathen Nations about Religion, Sobriery; Juſtice, &c. And you'll find Reaſon to fear, leſt rhe 
Queenof the South, and the Inhabitants of Tyre and Sidon,the Greek, Scythian, aud Barbarian, will eſcape 
berter, ſome of thena atithe Day of Judgment, than many of Chriſtendom rhatfhave both the Books 
wide open before them all the Days of their Life, Roms.

t. Its Motion : Concerning which, and the reft of irs Attributes, I ſhall bave the leſs to fay now, 
becanſe I have ſpoken ſo much of it in the General! Norioa, of the Heavenly Bozies. Yet for Ocder- 
fake, conſider we, 

1. Its Terms, —or Bounds, --from whence, and ro which the Sun moves. From the one end of the 
Heavens to the other, 3. e. according toour Apprebenfion and Common Sence of Things : For in truth, 
_ the Heavens have neither Beginning nor End, bur are of a perfect Round Figure. Indeed, this No- 

tion was ſo long hid from rhe World, that not many- Hundred Years agone, a German Biſhop was 
Excommunicared for broaching rhis Doctrine, viz. Thar there were Antipodes, —and rhar the Earth, 
in anſwer to the Heavens, was inhabired round ; whereas, now, 'ris generally agreed upon, with 
good Reaſon, by all the Learned of lare Ages. | 

2. Its Swiftneſs. 1 need ay little more upon this Point, than what I ſaid before, v5z. That the Sun 
according to the Judgment of ſome Aftronomers, goes in its Motion 1000000 German, Miles, in the 
Judgment of others 261905,it one Hour. Whether either of them are in the right or ho,T am not muck 
concerned ro derermine. This is certain, ris of a va#t Body, 166 rimes bigger than the Earth, ſay A- 
Aronomers, who by the Eclipſes ſay, they bave found irs Diameter, and by irs Diamerer, irs Compals 
(Periphery) and by that irs Motion. Indeed irs Courſe is ſo ſwift, fo incredibly quick, that our /ate

She defired him to 
give her a piece of cloſe Bread, and gave him an Apple. After which, ſhe alſo ſtroked 
him down on the Right Side, ſhook hum by the Hand, - and fo bid him good night. The 
Youth returned into the Houſe, where he had been lefr well, when his Father and one 
Gibſon went from him ; bur at .their. Rerurn , which: was within an Hour or thereabour, 
they found him 1i!], and cemplaining of his Right Side , in which the Pain continued the 
moſt part of that Night. And on 44onday following, in the Evening; the Boy roaſted the 
Apple he had of Jane Brooks , and having eaten. about half of it, was extreamly ill, and 
ſometimes ſpeechleſs; but being recovered, he told his Father, that a woman of the Town, 
on Sunday before, had given him that Apple, and that ſhe ftroked him on the Side. He 
faid , he knew not her Name, but ſhould her Perton, if he ſaw her. Upon this Jozes was

ing before him and. his Victorious Army, inſtead of the Imperial Eagle, the form of 
this Viſion upon his Standard. ' Afaxentizs, as much depending u ys, < SOrCerers, Was 
no leſs confident of Victory, for the furtherance whereof, he framed a deceitful Bridge over © 
Tiber, to intrap Conſtantine ; and ſent out. divers Armies to: oppoſe him, before he ſhould” / 
come near the Ciry.

Thus the Perſecution, fgor'd by Herod againſt our Savi- 
our, was notified to Joſeph in.4 Dream, and withal, a way diretted for his Eſcape, S. Peter 
was told plainly before-hand of Satan's Defere to ſift and winnow him, Judas o' his Temptation, 
and all * ret of the Apoſtles of their ſtumbling and Offence. And indeed all the Chriſtian 
Diſciples had fair warning of the Dangers that awaited them in the World, after our Saviour*s 
Aſcenſion into Heaven ; and therefore they were to jore-arm themſelves with Prudence and 
Innocency, 8c. How S. Paul was admoniſhed by Agabus of his being bound at Jeruſalem.

That Night the Apparition came to- Parker, and faid, Thox 
haſt done well in warning my Son of his Danger ; but tho* he will not yet believe thee, go to him 
once more however, and tell him from me by ſuch a Token (naming a private Token ) which 
»o Body knows bat only he and I, that if he will not decline his Voyage, ſuch a Knife as this ts 
(pulling a Knife out from under his Gown) will be his Death, This Meſlage Parker alto 
x 7 ed the next day to the Duke, who when he heard the private Token, belitved that 
he had it from his Father's Ghoſt, yet ſaid that his Honour was now at Stake, and he could 
not go back from what he had undertaken, come Life, come Death. 

This Paſſzge, Parker, after the Duke's Murder, communicated to his Fellow-Servant, 
Henry Ceely, who told it to a Reverend Divine, a Neighbour of mine, from whoſe Mouth I 
have it, ſaith Mr. Glen, in his Sadaxciſm, Triumph. p. 410.

10. Mr. Ienerus Forden of Exeter, was famous for his Chariry both in bis Life and at his Death, 
In his Life he was a free-hearted and open-handed Man. He was a great Patron of the Poor ; ano- 
ther Fob in thar reſpe&. He cobaſd rruly fay with him; as Fob 30. 25. Jas not my Soul grieved for 
' the Poor > No donbt it was, and did earneſtly plead for them ; and eſpecially for God's Poor, honeſt 
poor Perſons, whoſe Hearts and Paces were ſet God-ward and Heaven-ward, and his Hands were 
very _ relieve them. He did that for them which many rhat had far greater Eſtates had nor 
Hearts to do. | 

He would often fay, That he wondred what rich Men meant, that they yave ſo lirtle ro the Poor, and 
raked ſo much together for their Children, Do you not fee (quoth he) what comes of it 2 And hereupan 
he would reckon up divers Examples of ſach as heaped up much for their Children, who, within a 
ſhort rime, had ſcartered and conſamed' all. And, on the Morth-fide, he often ſpake of fach as bad 
ſmall beginnings, and afterwards became rich, or of a comperent Eftate; giving.a particular Inſtance 
in himſelf: I came (ſaid he) but with a Groat or Six pence in my Purſe , Had I had a Shilling in ny 
. Purſe, I bad never been Mayor of Exeter. Therefore leave Children but 4 little, and they (by God's Bleſ 
fing upon their Labours and Induftry) may become-Rich; but leave them a great deal, andthey are in dan- 


ger to become yr | 
His Care for the Poor was moſt remarkable, in the time of a great Plague in thar City, which was 
Anno Chrifti, 1625. For in the abſence of rhe he was choſen bis Deputy ; and he, ſecing the 


fad and deplorable Conditien of the City, accepred of ir, and wrote his Lerters to 'divers' Towns in 
Devonſhire, and w ſome ih Doreet and Somerſetſhire, by which means he procured feyeral Sums of 
Money, for the Suppliat of the Wants of many Hundred*of Poor, that in that time were in a dj- 
ſtreſſed Condition, One that was an Eye-witneſs Related, thar he had ſeen Morning after Morning, 
coming to his Door, ſomerimes Thirty, ſometimes Forty, yea Fifty, Sixry or more, wringing their 
- Hands: Some crying that their Husbarids are Dead ; others, that their Wives were Dead ; others 
thartheir Children are' Dead; and all, rhat rhey had nor wherewirh ro Bury them ; Some again cry- 
ed, thar rheir Families are Sick, and- they had not wherewirhal ro Relieve them ; others, thatrhey bad 
divers Children, but had rieither Bread nor Money to Bay it for them. Some cryed for Bread, ſome 
for Phyfick, others for Shronds for their Dead ; and he nor only heard them pariently, but his Bowels 
yearned towards them, and his Hands were firerched ont for their Relief. For, ftanding in his Sbop, 
with his own Hands he miniſtred Sapplies unto them all, and fo diſmiffed them for the preſenr. The 


next Morning, when there was a renewal of their ſad Complaints, his charitable Care of them was ' 


renewed alſo. And thus he continued, Moraing by Morning, even for the ſpace of near three 
Months, rill the rernrn of the Mayor into the City. " 

Befides bis grear Care ro ſupply the Wan of facb as came to him for Reljef; he had a ſpecial Re- 
ſpe& ro poor Honſe-keepers and Tradey-men; ſuch as were unwilling and aſhamed to make their ſad

; thus bi 3 IT giveto all the Poor of this City -ountry, that receive Pay of Pa» 
riſhes, and alſo to thoſe that dwell in Alms-bouſes, five Shillings to each of chem, to be paid at my Burial, 
I yive to one hundred more of poor People ten Shilling apiece, to be given to fuch as my Overſeers ſhall think 
to have moſt need, the honeſt Poor to be chiefly regarded. I give to the Poor of Lime, where 1 was born, and 
to the Poor of Guernſey, where I was new-born, five Pounds to each flace. 1 forgive all the Monies owing 
30 me, if it be under the Value of twenty Shillings to each. I give more to fifty poor People of thi City 
and County, twenty Shillings each, to be appointed by my Overſeers. Ibid. 

i11. Mr. Richard © was eminent for his Charity to the Poor. In a time of Scarciry, when 
Barley was ar ten Groats the Baſhel, (which in thoſe days was an extraordinary Price) he, by his 
Prudence bronght it to paſs, that the Poor had ir fold ro them for ' four Groars the Buſhel by every 
Husbandman in the Town ; and thus he effected ir. There were abont rwenty Plongh-holders in 
the Town, all whom he drew to r among themſelves, ro. hire a common Granaty, and 
therein ro lay np Corn for the Poor; ſome more, ſome lefs : So that ſome laid up one Coom, ſome & 

rter, ſome three Cooms, and himſelf laid in five Cooms; all which was delivered out to the

In Holland the Tuchthnis or Reſphe!/hnis (or Houſe of Correction for Debauched young Men) in Am- 
Ferdam, bath, ar the entrance of the Gate two Lions bridled (a proper Emblem) with this Inſcripi- 
on, Virtutis eft domare qua cunt pavent : They who are pur in, are forced ro work and get their 
Bread with hard Labour. I ſaw thoſe who raſped Brazil, bavinga certain Task ſerthem every Day, 
work ſo hard, that being naked and in a Swear, and the Duft of the Brazil-W/eed fiying upon them, 
they were all over painted of a beautiful Red Colour. They rold us, Thar ſome that were commir- 
red ro their Charge, and not to be brought ro work by blows, they placed in a large Ciltern, and ler 
the Water in upon th-m, placing only a Pump by them for Relief, whereby they are forced ro labour 
for their Lives, and to free themlelves from Drowning. One we ſaw pur into a narrow Dungeon, 
and kepr from Meat. Some are put into this Houle for a longer time, ſome for a ſhorrer. This may 
ſeem ſevere ro many, yer is not. comparable to that which is reporred to have been uſed formerly 
at Cologne in the Yhite-Torwer, where ſuch Youths that were not otherwiſe ro be reclaimed, were 
ſhur up: The Height and* Thickneſs of the Walls ſecured them from eſcaping, or from their Com- 
plaints being heard 3 near the Top was placed our of their Reach, a Loaf of Bread, the laſt Re- 
medy againſt ſtarving ; which while their bold'Neceffity forced them to reach at, they executed their 
laft Sentence upon themſelves,” and miſerably braketheir own Necks.

He that hath little, ought to give of that little ; but 
ro whom much is given, of him much is required. A pair of Tart Doves, or two 


young Pigeons, was a pretty reaſonable Offering from thoſe who had but little for the ſupport of their own. 


Famlies!; the gwor Widow's Mite sn the Goſpe! was accepted kindly, and interpreted favourably by our 
Saviour : But if thoſe who bave large Eftates and heavy Purſes, and no great Neceſſities near home, do 
not build Synagogues, or Schoo!s, or Hoſpitals, or mend High-ways, or disburſe with a greater Freedom 
and more Generofity than others ; however their Eftates may be great, their Souls are but little, and their 
Spirits narrow, and their Accounts will not be eaſily made up hereafter. For though Men may be deceived 


* at the preſent, and their poor fellow-Creatures may be put off with weak Pretenſions, there # a Godin Hea- 


ven that will not be mocked ; but will give them a Harveſt in the other World according to their Seedne(s 
in thy; and They that ſow ſparingly, ſhall reap ſparingly. But every Body is not ſo ſtingy and cloſe- 
fiſted ; there are thoſe in the Church of God, who are not willing to ſtand to the adventure and hazard of a 
cheap Seedneſs, but give plentifully, with an open Breaſt full of Charity, and a Hand full ef Good-works and 
Alms-deeds.

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Remarkable Moderation and Zeal for Reconciling Church- 
Differences. 


"HE Apoſtle gy/s w, *Tis good to be zealouſly affeted always in a good Matter ; but certain- 
ly in thoſe things which are indifferent, and have nothing of Moral Goodneſs in them, ſuch a Me- 
deration ought to be uſed, «s may be moſt conducive to the great Ends of general Piety and Edi- 

fication, and Peace and Charity 3 that we may be neither too peremptory and violent in impoſing them up- 
on others, nor too ſevere and uncharitable in judging and cenſuring them that differ from ws, in things ſo re- 
mote from the Eſſentials and Subſtance of Religion. - Thus we find both our Bleſſed Saviour and his Holy 
Apoſtles ſo candid and ingeniouſly complaiſant, that they (for Peace and Edification ſake) became all 
things to all Men, that they migbr gain Souls : For in truth he that will not ſtick to rent the whole 
Cloth, for the Trimmings ſake, is neither good nor wiſe.

Such have no 
Patience wherewith 20 bear their Evils : Who is he that can bear the Wrath of God ? -—The fighr of 
Heaven inſpires our Hearts with vital beat, and makes us quiet and, ſubmiffive under every Diſpenſa- 
tion ; bur rhe daily Sighr and Fear of Hell fills us with Tumulr and Diſorder. (9.) They uſually ſze no 
proſpeR of Relief or Deliverance, and that encreaſes the Sorrows of their doleful Night. — They have 
indeed now and then ſome Intermiffions, but they are like the ſmall -Breathings and Refreſhments of a 
Perſon that is newly taken off the Rack ro be carried to the Rack again. (10.).Ths Night of Weeping 
# the more ſorrotf ul, _—_ it 3s the time of Satan's Cruelty. ---When God is departed, then the Devil 
comes ; infulrs and fays, Where is now your God ? 'Whar think you now of Sin ? What is now become 
of all your Hearing, your Reading, and your many Prayers?

Time was, fays the poor Soul, when I con'd read the Bible, and 
treaſure uÞthe Promiſes and Survey of the Land of Canaan as my own Inberitance; burnow Idare nor 
look into'the Word, leaft I read my own Condemnation there. The Sabbath was formerly to me as one 
of the days of Heaven, but now it is as well asthe reſt, a fad and mournful day. --How fair was T once 
for Heaven, and now am like ro come ſhort of it > --Theſe are ſome of rhe Sorrows that deferred 
Souls often meer withal, and indeed but a ſmall part of what they feel in this dark and Rtormy Night.

The Bruit Creatures, and Elements themſelves, have ſome Property 
bery Analogous to the Vertue of Gratitude ; the Earth, the Air, the Seas, Storks, Elephants, Dogs, every 
thing almoſt, inſenſate and ſenſible : Man ſhould much more excel in Gratitude, as being capable of greater 
Gifts, more ſenſible of them, and more able to return them : And the deeper the Divine Image # impreſſed

1. There was in Florencag Merchant, whoſe Name was Francis Freſcobald, of a Noble Family and 
Liberal Mind 3 who through a proſperous Succeſs in his Aﬀairs, was grown up to an abundance of 
Wealth While he was at Florence, a young Man preſented himſelf ro him, asking his Alms for 
God's ſake. Freſcobald beheld the ragged Stripling, and in deſpight of his Tatters, reading in bis 
Countenance ſome Significations of Vertue, was moved with Piry, demanded his Country and Name. 
© I am, faid be, of Eygland ; my Name is Thomas Cromwell ; niy Father (meaning his Father-in-Law) 
* 18a Man a Cloth-ſhearer : I am ftrayed from my Country, and am now come into Italy with 
the os of French-men that were over-thrown at Gatylion, where I was Page to a Foot-man, 
© carrying after him his Pike and Burganet. Freſcobald took him into his Houſe, made bim his 
Gueft, and at bis Departure gave him a Horſe, new Apparel, and 16 Ducats of Gold in bis Purſe. 
Cromwell rendring him hearry Thanks, rerurned into his Country 3 where in proceſs of time, be 
became in ſach favour with King Henry the Eighth, that he raiſed-him to the Dignity of being Lord- 
High-Chancellor of Eng/and. In the mean time, Freſcobald by gone and ſucceflive Loſſes was be- 
come poor ; | but remembring thar ſome Engliſh Merchants owed him fifteen thouſand Ducatrs, he 
came to London to ſeek after it, nor thinking of what had paſſed berwixt Cromwell and him, Bur 
travelling earneſtly abour his buſineſs, he accidenally mer with the Lord-Chancellor as be was riding 
to the Court: The Chancellor alights, embraces him, and with a broken Voice caft refraining 
Tears, be demanded if he were not Francs Freſcobald the Florentine ; invites him that day to dinner 
to his Houſe. Freſcoba/d wonders who this Lord ſhould be ; at laſt after ſome pauſe he remembers 
bim for the ſame be had relieved at Florence ; he therefore repairs ro his Houſe nor a little joyed, and 
walking in the Court attended - his return. He came ſoon after, and was no ſooner diſmounted, 
bur he again embraced him with fo friendly a Counrenance, as the Lord-Admiral and other Nobles 
then in his Company much marvelled at. He turning back, and holding Freſcobald by the Hand ; 
Do you not wonder my Lord, (ſaid he) that I ſeem ſo glad of this Man : This is he by whoſe means I have 
atchieved this my preſent ee; and therewith recounted to them whar' had paſſed berween them. 
Then raking him by the Hand, he led bim ro the Chamber where he dined, and ſeated bim next 
himſelf. Afterwards leading him into a Chamber, and commanding all to deparr be lockt the Door ; 
then opening a Coffer be firſt rook ont 16 Ducars, and delivering that ro Freſcoba/d, * My Friend 
\ * {faid he) here is your Money that you lent me ar my departure from. Florence ; here are other ten 
© you beſtowed in my Apparel, with 1o more you disburſed for the Horſe I rode upon : Bur confi- 
* dering you are a Merchant ir ſeemeth ro me not honeſt ro return your Money, without ſome Con- 
© fideration for the long deraining of it ; rake you therefore theſe four Bags, in every of which is four 
© bundred Dacats, to. receive and enjoy from the band of your aſſured Friend. Which the Modeſty of 
Freſcobald would have refuſed, . the. other forced ttzem npon him. This done be cauſed him to give 
him the Names of all his Debtors, and the Sum they owed ; the Schedule he delivered to one of his 
Servants, with charge to ſearch our the Men, if within any part of 'the Realm, and ftraitly to 
charge them to make payment within 1 5 days, or elſe ro abide the hazard gf Diſpleaſure. The Ser- 
vant, ſo well performed rhe Command of his Maſter, that in a very ſhort time the whole Sum was 
aid in: During all this time Freſcobald lodged in the Lord-Chancellor's Houſe, who gave him the 
rerrainment he deſerved, and ofrentimes moved him tro abide in England, offering bim the Loan of 
Sixty thouſapd Ducars for the ſpace of 4 years, if he would continue and make his Bank ar London : 
Bar he defired to return into his own Country, which be did with the great Favour of the Lord Crom- 
wel, and there richly arrived 3 but be enjoyed his Wealth but a ſmallrime, for in the firſt year of his 
return he died, Hackwel's Apol. 1. 4. c. 10. Engl. Worth, by W. Winſtanley, p. 213. Wanley's FYoxd.

Tighteous Lor, the faithful Abraham, the meek Moſes, the ſtrong Samplon, the wiſe Solomon, 
the zealous Perer, the Philoſopher Socrates, the Orator Cicero, were all either over-reached, or over-power-= 
ed, or afflited with Women: Tet the Grace of God and the Doftrine of Chriſtianity, hath been able to 
make ſome Wives ſo good, that they have been an Honour to their Sex, and a Comfort and Crown to their 
Husbands. 

Amongſt the old Hearhens we find theſe following remarkable, viz. 

1. Andromache the Wife of Hefor, noted by Ovid for one of the beſt of Wives. 

2. Laodomia the Wife of Proteſilaus, who hearing that her Husband was killed at Troy, flew her 
ſelf ; becauſe ſhe would nor our-live her Husband. Ovid. 

3. Penlope the Wife of Uliſes, a Woman of rare Chattiry ; for though her Husband preſently after 
Marriage went to Troy, where he ftayed Ten years, and was Ten years more wandring our of his 
way home; yer would ſhe not by any means violate the Faith given to her Husband in Marriage ; 
no not when it was reported, that her Husband was dead, and her Parents perſwaded her to marry, 
and many Nobles came to woo ber, and-ſome were ready to take her by force : bur ſhe, craving 
Patience till a Web of Cloth, which ſhe had in hand, was finiſhed ; - undid that in the night which ſhe 
did by day, and ſo beguiled them. Arlaft her Husband rerurned, and flew the Ruſtans, who had di- 


ſturbed his Wite and Houſe, Idem.

5. Livia is recorded to have been eaſy ro Auguſtus, teigning ber ſelf whally ar the beck of her HuC- 
band, not for ber Husband's ſake, but for ker own and her Childrens : And whatever Sempromus 
Gracchw and Cam Ceſar, boaſt of their Corne/:zans, M, Antony of bis Oftavia, Germanicus of Agrippt- 
na, and Trajan of his Plotina ; whatever the Brittiſh Hiſtory vaunts of Margia Proba the Wite of 
Guitheline, of Maud the good Wife of Henry the Firtt, of Fogn Beaufort married ro Fames the Firſt 
King of Scozland ; of Eleanor of Caſtile, Wife of Edward the Firſt ; Philippa of Haynaulte, married to 
Edward the Third; for their Manly Deeds, for the Prefervation of their Husbands or their King- 
doms, or for their Conjugal Aﬀection ; certainly H/7il/iam (the Third of England) might juftly exalr 
his fingle Mary above all the Wives of former times : than whom no Woman greater for ber Courage, 
more religious in her Aﬀection, more amiable in her Coumtenance, more modeſt in her Habir, more 
affable in her Diſcourſe, or who with a more obedient Readineſs ro ſerve her Royal Conſort, whe- 
ther preſent or abſent ; was more his Counſellor, bx Hands, his Ears, his Eyes, and every way more 
afſiſtanr tro him. Certainly this was the True Roſe of Tork, born indeed among Thorns, yer free from 
Prickles ber ſelf ; -- as the Auguſt W5!/;am told bis mournful Biſhops and Grandees, That Mary*s Outſide 
was known to them, but ber intrinſick and juſt value was only known to himſelf. Fr. Spanhemius, in his 
Funeral Orat. of Q. Mary II. p. 22. 

6. Carlot a Portu, Daughter of rhe Noble Peter a Portu, Wife ro Frederick Spanbemius, was of ſuch 
Innocency, and Dove-like Simplicity, free from, Fraud and Guile, and depended fo wholly upon ber 
Husband, that ſhe was willing ro be governed in all things by his Advice ; which isthe chief Commenda- 
tions of a Wife, and ſo bad all things common with him, . Clark's Eccl. Hiſt. p. 499. 

7. Clara Cervenda, was one of the moſt beautiful and faireſt Virgins in all Bruges ; ſhe was married 
to Bernard Valdaura, at that time above Forty four years of age. The firſt night after her Marriage 
ſhe found that ber Husband's Thighs were rolled and wrapped with Clours, and that he was a Man 
very ſore and ſickly; far all which, ſhe loved bim nor a whit the lels. Not long after Val/daura fell fo 
fick, that all rhe Phyſicians deſpaired of his Life : then did ſhe ſo attend npon him that in fix Weeks 
ſpace ſhe pur nor off her Cloaths, only for ſhift, nor reſted above an hour (or two at the moſt) in a 
nigbt, and that in ber Cloaths. This Diſeaſe was a venemons Relick of the Pox ; and the Phy ficians 
counſelled Clara nor to ronch the fick Man, or come. near him; and fo alſo did her Kindred and 
Neighbours. All wbich moved her: nor, but having: taken order for tbat which concerned the Bene- 
fir of bis Soul, ſhe provided him all rbings that might rend to the Health of his Body ; ſhe made bim 
Braths and Juleps, the changed his Sheers and Clours, although by reaſon of a continual. Looſneſs and 
many Sores about him, bis Body never left running with Matter and Filth, fo that he never had any 
clean part about him. All the day after ſhe reſted not, the Strength of ber Love ſupporting the Deli- 
cacy of her Body ; by this good means Valdaura eſcaped that danger. After this, by reaſon of a ſharp 

.and hot Rheum falling from bis Brain, the Griſtle wibia bis Noſe began to be eaten away 3 where- 
fere rhe Phyficiansappointed a certain Powder to be blownup ſoftly into bis Noſe at certain times with 
a Quill; no body could be found to take ſuch a loathſome Service in band, becanſe of the Stench thar 
came from' bim : Bur Clara did it chearfully, and when his Cheeks and:Chin were all covered over 
with Scabs, Wheals and Scales, ſo as no Barber could nor would ſhave: him, ſhe with her little Sciſ- 
fars played the Barber, and made- him a deft Beard. . From this Sickneſs he fell into another, which 
laſted feven years : During which time, with incredible Diligence, ſhe made ready his Meat, pur in 
his Tents, laid on his Plaitters, drefſed and bound up bis Thighs, all rotten with Scabs and Ulcers ; 
bis Breath was ſuch that none durſt come near by ten paces, and abide by ir, which yer ſhe proteſted 
was ſweet to her. This long Sickneſs, and the Nouriſhing and Medicining of a Body oppreſſed by fo 
many Diſeaſes, was a great martrer in a Houſe that had no Rents or Profits coming in, and where 
Trade had ceaſed of a long time, and conſequently the Gain : She therefore ro furniſh Expences, ſold 
her Precious Jewels, ber Gold Chains, ber rich Carcaners, her Garments of great value, a Cupboard of 
Plate, not caring for any thing ſo her Husband was relieved; ard contenting her ſelf with little, fo he 
wanted nothing. Thus Valdaura lingred on a Life, by the help of his Wife, within a rotten Body, or rather 
within a Grave, for Twenty years together, in which rime ſhe had eight Childten by him, yer neither _ 
ſhe nor they had ſo much as a Scab, Wheal, or Pimple in any part of their Bodies. Valdaura died an old 
Man, for whoſe Dearth bis Wife C/ara made ſo much Mourning as they who knew her well, fay never 
Woman did for any Husband. When fome inſtead of comforting her, rold her, God had done much 
in takivg him away, and that they therefore came to congratulate with ber. She detreſfted their 
Speeches, wiſhing for her Husband again in exchange of five Children ; and though the was yer both 
young and laſty,. and ſought ro by many, ſhe reſolved not to: marry.; ſaying, ©She ſhould never meer 
©. with any whonſhe could like fo well as ber Dear Bernard Valdaura, Eud. wiv. de Chriſtian Femina,

3. The Lord of Harlem, in the Low-Countries, having by bis Exactions and Cruelty made him-

| In caſe of ber Husband's Sickneſs, ſhe was a tender, diligent, and painful Nurſe about him, skil- 
ful, and careful in making him Broaths, and whar elſe was needful for him. If at any time ſhe 
ſaw bim in Paflion, with tweet and gentle Words ſhe would mollifie and moderate ir. She was often 
a Spur, bur never a Bridleto him in thoſe things which were good. | 

She was always well pleaſed with ſuch Habirations, (asin their many Removes) he provided for her ; 
and with ſuch Apparel and Dier, as bis Means (which was ſometimes ſhort) would allow. She ne- 
ver grutched nor grumbled at any of thoſe Diſpenfations which God's All-wiſe Providence carved out 
unto them.

13, Madam de Saint Blanker, Wife to the late magnanimous Mareſchal de Biron, was Viſited by 2 
Lady of great Birth, who broughrwith her very goodly Works of Silk, which ſhe and her Daughters 
had wrought in Samplers.

. and played ſweetly on the Gittern, whom ſhe ſhewed ro the Lady Mareſchal,” thar ſhe and her Chil+ 
dren ſhould learn to ſpend their rime ia the like delightful Exerciſes.

15. Madam Katherine du Salaignat,Wite to Meſſiere Geffrey de Sailler.a brave and hardy Knight inhis

by ſome familiar Friend, to keep them (as yer) at home ; becauſe they were bat young and tender. 
She made Anſwer, That ber Childrew reſembled Veſſels wholly new, wherein, if good Liquor were put at 
the firft, they would ſavour thereof ſo long as Nature laſted. In like manner, if Children embrace good 
Dodtrines in their Young Age, they will reliſh always after thereof, even ro Old Age. Which they 
cannot do, being kepr under the Mother's Wing, as we term it 5 where neither are like Maſters, or 
commodious Means, as it is in ſuch places, where all Vertnes are raughr, ro ſuch as will ſeek for 
them. For this good Lady added, That ſhe deſired rather to be without Children, than that they ſhould 
not be vertuous.

And her Husband lately told me, (for he's ſtill living, and has enjoyn'd me to con- 
ceal her Name, it being contrary to her Inclinations, to have any thing ſhe ever ſaid, or writ, publiſh'd 
to the World) for the whole time he was married to her,which was many Years, ſhe never once omir- 
red Secret Prayer twice a Day, and was for all that time as conſtant in Reading the Scriptures in pri- 
vate, beſides whar they read in the Family.----Her Husband,by going ro Bed betore her, has been often. 
wak'd out of his Sleep, by the extraordinary Goings-forth of her Soul, in private Devotion------And as to 
Publick Worſhip, ſhe never omitted going to the Sacrament, and hearing two Sermons every Lord's 
Day, from the Sixteenth Year of her Age, to the rime of her Sickneſs.----"['will be of no ſmall uſe ro 
the Reader, to inſert here whar I find in one of her Diarzes, it being the Rules ſhe walked by, in the 
management of her whole Life : and I fhall firſt inſert, ----Her Reſolutions about Marriage, which I 
found in the Fournal of her Life,written with her own Hand. Her own Words grere thele, viz.---Hhat 
J intend to do, if it pleaſe God to bring me into a marry'd State: For the Choice of a Husband, his Per- 
ſen ſhall be ſuch as I can entirely love and delight in. His Humour, as near as I can judge, ſuitable ro 
mine ; ſo thar we may delight in each others Company. I would not have bim Haſty, nor Paſſionate, 
10 not to others. A Competency of Eſtate, fo that we may live, and nor be beholding to Friends, is all I 
defire : For I do not, nor never did reckon, that the Comforts of ones Life, will, or doth conſift in having 
abundance of the World. T would chietly, and above all, have one that doth truly fear God ; nor only 
a Profeſſor, but one that is ſeriouſly Godly, and whole chief Delighr is, as near as I can judge, and learn 
by others, in the things of God. IT ml, if I can poſſibly, have my Fudgment go before my Afﬀetion, in 
the Choice of a Hwband. If it pleaſe God my Parents live to fee me married, I will not entertain any 
Dilcourſe with any that I intend to marry, withour their confent and liking, If I am able roo keep Ser- 
wants, they ſhall be, as near as I can diſcover, and by enquiring know of others, thofe that rruly fear 
God ; at leaſt they ſhall be Civilized. As for Men-Servants, it I thould marry a Citizen, I ſhall think 
it my Duty, to let my Husband alone with them ; bur if he doth neglect his Duty to them, by not call- 
ing them ro an Account, for the Sermons they hear, Reading, &c, If 1 can't perſwade him to it, I 
ſhall then think I may, and muſt rake ſome care of their Souls. As for Maids, Til, before ever 
I bire them, tell them, they muſt go with me to hear at the. ſame place I do ; bur if they are joyn'd 
with any others, then I'll ler them go ſometimes there, and ſometimes with me. They ſhall give an 
Account of what they bear, until the Afﬀairs of my Family are ſuch thar I can't do ir. They ſhallread 
to me, at lea#t, once a Day ; or elſe I'll ask them abour their Reading : for I ſhall think it to be my Du- 
ty, when I take any into my Family, to take ſome care of their Souls, as well as for their Bodies, and to 
do all I can for their Souls good, by Admeniſhing them, and giving them all the good Council I can, 
and giving all Encouragement I can in whar is good. If they grow wicked and careleſs, and 
will not bear Reproof, I ſhall look upon ir my Duty ro change them, and not to mind what People ſay 
of my frequent changing of Maids, David would not abide a Lyar in hu ſight: and I am ſure that is 
moſt pleaſing to God, to have, as near as I can, all in my Family that fear him, and delghr in his 
holy ways. As for Children, if it pleaſe God ro bleſs me with them, I ſhall look upon it ro be my 
Duty, if I am able, to Nurſe them my ſelf, and to take all the care of them I can in their Infancy, and 
berimes ro check the Buddings of Original Sin, by not encouraging of Revenge or Pride in them ; and 
as ſoon as they are able ro learn, to teach them their Catechiſm, and what is good ; bur fo as not ro 
rire them, bur make it as pleaſant to them as I can, by giving them all the Encouragement and 
Praiſe when they do well, and rimely Correcting them when they do whar is finful. 

As for my CARRIAGE TO MY HUSBAND, I ſhall reckon it both Prudence and my Duty, to 
ftudy bs Humour when we firſt come together, and then to do all I can withour (inning to pleale and 
oblige him, ro obey him in all things that are not contrary to the Command' of God. --- It I ſhould light 
on one that is wicked, I'll endeavour what I can by my Carriage to engage hs Afﬀetions throughly to 
me, and then to make uſe of that tye to engage him to God, and by my Chriſtian Carriage to try what can 
be done to win him over to Chriſt by reproving of him with all Meekneſs, and acknowledging my great Love 
to him, and that *tw Love that makes me do it, and my defire of hn being happy for ever. I ſhall reckon 
it my Duty if 1 have a good Man, to be miling to learn of him, and to do what we can to engage 
each other more entirely 10 God, to make uſe of our Love to one another to inflame our Souls with 
Love to Chriſt. --—- Being convinced from Scripture and Reaſon that tis my Duty to give to 
the Poor, I now refolve when I marry to give according to my Ability ; though I cannor reſolve upon 
any Sum, yer Fll give according ro my Ability. ---When I make any Proviſions that I'de have keps 
Pit give fome to all in the Family, that fo I may nor-put 'em upon the Temptation of Stealing. And 
as for ocher Victuals they ſhall bave ſufficient, but none ro waſte if I can belp ir. ---This is a thing 
that I bare for People to repeat my words after me: I will not therefore allow any under my care to 
do it ; and if ever it pleaſe God that I keep Servants, I now reſolve to endeavour to do my Duty 
rowards them, though they ſhould nor do theirs rowards me, and ro endeavour conſcientiouſly to dif- 
charge my Duty towards all Relations ; begging of God that he would now help me to do it : O thar 
I could now do all with an Eye troGod, and be willing always to be at his diſpoſe in every thing.

of this Gentleman's Lady, that ſhe had Nine Husbands in him alone, for bis aimable Carriage and 
Graces. Theſe were, it is true, ated while he was living; bur be left a Teitimonial in bis #54, of 
bis [5ving Aﬀection after his own Death, over and above the Marriage-Covenants, to ſhew bis endear- 
edneſsof ber, by his Aﬀectionare Remembrance when he himſelf was gone.. See his Life. 

2. Dominicus Cataluſius, was the Prince of Lesbos, and is worthy of eternal Memory, for the entire 
Love which he bare to his Wife : ſhe fell into a grievous Leprofie, which made her appear more like 
unto a rotten Carcaſe, than a living Body. Her Husband not fearing in the leaſt ro be infected with 
the Contagion , nor frighted wich her horrible Aſpects , nor dittaſtted with the loathſome Smells 
ſent forth by her filthy Ulcers, never forbid ber either his Board or Bed ; bur the true Love he bad

— Ant. Palleus lived moſt lovingly with his Wife, they never brake forth into Anger or muruar 
Brawling ; their mutual Care was to pleaſe each other, and by Deeds to prevent each others's De- 
fires : neither did 7alleus fear any thing more, than that his Dear Wife ſhould die before him- 
for. he uſed her nor only for the Government of his Family, bur for bis conſtant Companion. Whart :

Hat old celebrated Proverb in our Church, Train np a Child in the way he ſhould go, and when 
he is old he will not depart from ir : hath fo much truth in it, that a Good Education willeither 
improve and meliorate the Nature of Perſons, ot haunt them with continual Checks, and Uneafinefs 

of Thought all their Life after : either they ſhall be made better by the Impreſſion of early Notions upontheir 
Hearts, or ſmart for their Diſobedience and Obſtinacy. For certainly a crooked Child ſeldom grows ſtreighe 
with Age : and if a Plant is not flexible when young, it will grow ſtiffer and more obdurate with time. 
Fe uſe to Imprint the Seal, when the Wax is warm and ſoft, and Sow our Seed at Seed-time, not in the 
Drought of Summer, or the Coldneſs of Winter. Every Body that hath Eyes, takes Notice of the Rifing 
Sun, and the firit opening of the Day: every Gardiner and Farmer loves to ſee bis Seeds and Grain, and 
Plants promiſe well at the firft ; And who is there ſo tmprovident among Chriſtians, as not to take notice and 
rejoyce in the early Produt of their Inſtruttions and Endeavours ; but eſpecially to ſee them grateful and

for the Offence given by ir tro himſelf : but if they became/immoral, or unruly, then he rurned them 
' away : for he ſaid, He that by bis Place ought to puniſh Diſorders in other People, mu by no means ſuffer 
them in his own Houſe. He advanced his Servants according to the time they bad been abour him, and 
'would never give occaſion to Envy amongſt them, by raiſing the younger Clerks above thoſe who had 
been longer with him. He treated them all with great Aﬀection, rather as a Friend than a Mafter, 
giving them often good Advice and Inftrution. He made thoſe who had good Places under him, 
give ſome of their Profits to the other Servants, who bad nothing bur their Wages. When he made 
his Will, he left es to every one of them ; bur he expreſſed a more particular kindneſs for one 
of them, Robert Gs of the Middle-Temple, Eſq; in whom he had that Confidence, that be lefr him 
eneof his Executors.

Ferdinand his Brother, King of Hun- 
gary, made him a tender of 400 Florins yearly, with promiſe ro make them up 500, to profeſs ar 
Vienna; a> ge as much to come into Poland; and further, with a Royal and Liberal Hand ſup- 

lied his preſear Neceflities. Mary Queen of Hungary wtore to him often, and ever witch her own 
and; her Bounty, without queſtion, equalled-her exceeding Humanity. Anne: Princeſs Verzana, 
gave bim a yearly Penſion of 100 Florins. Frederick, Dake of Sanms, preſented him wich rwo Me- 
dals, one of Gold, the Other of Silver. George Duke of Saxony, wirhdivers Ingors of Gold, dug out 
of his own Mines, and a great Drinking-Bowl of the ſame. 7/illiam Duke of Gulick imicared him 
in the latter , bur ourſtripr him in the Capacity. Adrian the Sixth (ro whom be Canſecrated Arno- 
bis) wrote to him thrice ; which Grand Reſpects from the Pope, much abated the Fury of the Fri- 
ars, his Enemies. He Congratulated the Papacy to Clement the Seventh ; who in requiral ſent him 
50o Florins, and by his Apoſtolical Leners invited him ro Rome. Paul the Third had brought bim 
into the College of Cardinals, bur that he was prevented by Death 3 io the Interim he ſent bim a 
Callation to the Przpoficure of Daventry 5 which he refuſed, ſaying, He was new near the end of bu 
Fourney, and hoped to get thither without it. Wiliam VWarbam, Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, changed 
his Prebend into a Penfton, and ſcarce ever wrote to him, bur in Letters of Gold : his laſt Token was 
a Gelding ; of whom he uſed roſfay, That tho' be wanted Original Sin, be was guilty of two Mortal Ones, 

. Sloth and Gluttony. Cardinal Yolſey, a ſtately Prelate, yer wrote unto him Letters full. of fingular

4. For the Indians in New-England, Mr. Winſlow, in ſeveral Relations, gives this following Account : 


Fir# Time. Octob. 28. 1646. Four of us, (faith he) having ſought God, wenr according to Ap- 
pointment to the Wigwam (or Tent made of Boughs and Mars) of Waaubon, (an Indian Governour) 
who had given up his Eldeſt' Son before, to be Educated by the Engliſh in the Knowledge of GOD 3; 
where we found many Indians gathered together from all Quarters, to learn of us the Knowledge of 
GOD. We Preached in the Indian Tongue above an Hour ; rhe Indians attended very diligently, 
profefiling they underſtood all that was raught them. Then we propounded Queſtions, and defired 
them to propound Queſtions to us: which they readily did. | 

1. Queſt, How may we come to know Feſus Chrift ? 

2. Queſt. Whether God, or Feſus Chrift did underſtand Indian Prayers ? 

3- Queſt. Phether Engliſh-men were at any time ſo 1gnorant of God and Feſus, as they ? 

” Theſe Queſtions being anſwered, and we demanding, If they were not weary ? They anſwering, 
No : and a time being agreed upon, for our coming again. - > 


Second Time. Nov. 11. 1646, Meeting again at F/aaubon's Wigwam, we found more Indians than 
at the firſt. After Prayer, we ask'd them Three Queſtions, which were thus anſwered.

Preachers. Mr. E!/roe formerly uſed ro Preach to them onceevery Fortnight, bur now he is weakned 
with Labours and Old Age, being in the eighty fourth Year of his Age, and Preacherh nov to the In- 
dians oftner than orice in wwo Mbnths. There is another Church, conſiſting only of Converted Ind;- | 
ans, about fifry Miles from bence, in an Indian Town, called Maſhippaug : The firſt Paſtor of. thar 
Church was an Engliſh Man, who being skilful in the American 96+494L Preached the Goſpet to 
them in their own Tongue ; this Eng/iſh Paſtor is dead, and inftead of him, that Church has an 
Indian Preacher. There are, belides what, five Aſſemblies of Indiays profeiling the Name of Chriſt, 
not far diſtant from Maſpippeug, which bave Indian-Preachers 5 Fobn Cotton, Paſtor of the Church ar 
Plymouth. (Son of my venerable Father-in-Law, Fohn Cotton, formerly the famous Teacher of the 
Church at Boſton): hath made very great. Progreſs in learning the Indian Tongue, and is very skil- 
ful in ir ; he Preaches in their own Language to the laſt five memioned Congregations every Week. 
Moreover, of the Inbabirants of Saconet in Phmouth Colony, there is a greaz Congregation of thoſe, 
who for diſtinction. ſake are called Praying Indians, becauſe they Pray to God in Chrift. - Not far 
from a Promontory called Cape-Ced, there are fix Aſſemblies of Heathens, who are to be reckoned 
as Capechumens, amongſt wham there are fix Ipgan Preachers ; Same Freat, Paſtor of a Church ar 
Eaftham, Preacheth tg thoſe-Congregations is their own Language.

to make it our delight, to talk of it to our Children, and acquaint our ſelves with the Will of God. px 
'tis good Advice which a worthy Divine gives us in this caſe : In Reading Holy Scripture, (/aith he) rake 
heed, that an holy and bumble Mind always bear thee company ; be humble, and nor proud 3 ſober, 
and not curious ; ſtudy to obey, nor to diſpute 3 turn not Conſcience into Queftians and Controver- 
fies ; draw nor all ro Reaſon, leave ſomerhing for Faith ; where thou canſt nor ſound the Bottom, ad- 
mire the.

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4. Richard Cooke, a Mercer in Kniver, was long a Man of a pious unblameable Life, and one of 
the chief of good old Mr, Fobn Groſs (fince Miniſter here in Friday ſtreet) his Congregation « When 
I came to Kederminſter he removed thither, and -rook a Houſe the next Door to me ; which proved 
Otd, Dangerous, and ſo.ill a Bargain, as caft him into melancholy Doubts, that he did not well to 
leave his Habirarion, His Father before him had long lived, and ar laſt died in Diftraction ; raking 
roo much hot Waters to comfort him in Sadneſs, Nature, Trouble, and thoſe rogether, prevailed 6 
bis utter Diſtraction. He ſo continued from 1642 to 1646. The beſt means by ſuch as were moſt 
nored for Curing that Diſeaſe were uſed, and all in vain: My Neighbours of Kederminfter reſolved 
not eaſily to give over Faſting and Praying with abd for bim till he was recovered ; divers Days, all 
ſeemed in vain ; but at laſt he amended, and hath been recovered (without any other Remedy) now 
from the Year. 1646, to this preſent time 1678, though not altogether of ſo perfect ftrength of Brain 
as before, yer of competent Underſtanding, About a Year or two ago I ſaw him in London, and I 
hear he is yet alive and well, 1678.

5. Thomas Giles,the Son of Mr, Giles of Aſtley,was ſent to be an Apprentice in Worcefter.; where after 
a Feaver he had a violent Epilepfie ; after much Phyſick in M/orcefter, and opening his Head, and all 
in vain, hs Mother took him home with herinto Kederminſter 3 bis Firs were ſometimes twice a day ;

The Story of SY NESIUS aid EVAGRIUS. 


I Eontius Apamienſis, a moſt faithful religious Map, that had lived many Years at Cyrene, aſſured 

- them, thar Syneſivs (who of a Philoſopher became a Biltop) found ar Syrene one Evagrius, a Phi- 
lolopher, who bad been his old Acquaintance,” Fellow-Scudent, and intimate Friend, but an o>ftinate 
Heathen : and Syeſius was earneit with him to become a Chriitian ; bur all ia vaio ; yer did he fol- 
low him with choſe Arguments that might facirtie bim of the Chriſtian Verity ; and ar lait the Philoſo- 
pher rold bim, Thar to him ic ſeemed bur a meer Fable and Deceir, that the Chrittian Religionteach- 
eth Men, thar this World ſhall have an end, and thar all Men ſhall riſe again in theſe Bodies, and 
their Fleſh be made immortal and incorruprible, and thar they ſhall ſo live for ever, and receive the 
Reward of all that they have done in the Body, and that he chat hath pity on the porr, lendeth to the 
Lord, and he that gives to the poor and needy, ſhall have treaſures in heaven, and ſhall receive an bundred- 


Fold from Chcilt, rogerber with eternal Life : theſe things be derided. - Syneſjus by many Arguments 


affured him, Thar all theſe things were certainly true ; and ar laft the Philoſopher and bis Children 
were baptized. A while after he comes to Synefiws, brings him 300 1. of Gold for the Poor, and bid 
him take ir ; bur give him a Bill under bis Hand, that Chriſt ſhould repay it him in another World. 
Syneſius took the Money for the Poor, and gave him under his Hand ſuch a Bill as he defired. Nor 
long after, the Philoſopher being near ro Death, commanded his Sons, that when they buried him, they 
ſhonld pur Syneſiws's Bill in bis Hand in the Grave : whichthey did. The Third Day after, the Philo- 
ſopher ſeemed ro appear ro Synefius in the Night, and faid to him : Come to my Sepulcher, where I lie, 
and take thy Bill ; for I have received the Debt, and am ſatified ; which for thy aſſurance 1 have ſubſcri- 
bed with my own Hand. The Biſhop knew nor that the Bill was buried with him ; bur ſent ro his Sons, 
who told him all ; and raking them, and the chief Men of the Ciry, he went tothe Grave, and found 
rhe-Paper in the Handygf the Corps} rbus ſubſcribed, Ego Evagrius, &c. I Evagrius, the Philoſopher, to 
Thee, mo#t Holy Sir, Biſhop Syneſius, Greeting : I have received the Debt, which in this Paper is writ- 
zen with thy Hands, and I am ſatisfied ; and bave no Afion againit Thee for the Gold, which 1 gave to 
Thee, and by Thee, to Chri#t our God and Savjour. They that ſaw the thing, admired, and glorified 
God, thar gave ſuch wonderful Evidence of his Promiles to his Servants. And, ſaith Leontius, this 
Bill rhus ſubſcribed by the Philoſopher, is kept at Cyrene, moſt carefully, in the Church, to this Day, 
to be ſeen of ſuch as defire ro ſee ir, Baron. Annal. ad An. 4ii, Ex Sophron. Pret. Spir. c. 155.

So thar *cill mens Corruptioas are 
mortified, and their Pafſions fubdued roa greater degree then the World hath yer found them, it is 
vain to expect a ſtate of Peace and Tranquility in rhe Church. We need not go far from home for a 
ſufficient Evidence of this ; for alrhough our differences are ſuch as the wiſer Proteſtants abroad noc 
only condemn but wonder art them ; yet it hath hicherro puzzled the wilſeſt Perſons among us to find

Not what we, or our Parents, bur 
what God deſigned, ſhall take place. Amos was very meanly employed at firſt, bur God deſigned him 
for a more honourable and comfortable Calling, Amos 7. 14, 15. David followed the Ewes, and 
likely neyer raiſed his Thoughts to bigher Things, in the Days of his Youth ; bur God made bim the 
Royal Shepherd of a better Flock, Pſal. 78. 70, 71. Peterand Andrew were imployed as Fiſher-men ; 
bur Chriſt calls them from that toan bigher Calling, Mae. 4. 18, 19. To be Fiſhers of Men. Parews, 
when he was Fourteen Years old, was, by the inſtigation of his Step-mother, placed with an Apo- 
thecary 3 but Providence ſo wrought, that be was taken off from thar, and fitted for the Miniſtry ; 
wherein be became a fruitful and eminent Inftrument ro rhe Church. Fames Andrea, was, by reaſon 
of his Father's inability to keep him at School, 'defigned for a Carpenter ; bur was afterwards, by the 
perſwaſion of Friends, and affiſtance of the Church-ſtock, ſent to Sturgard, and thence to the Univer- 
fity, and fo arrived to a very eminent Station of Service to the Church. A Maſfter-builder, Oecolam- 
padius, was, by his Father, defigned for a Merchant ; bur his Mother, by earneſt Entrearties, prevailed 
to keep bim at School : and this Man was bleſſed Inftrument in the Reformation of Religion. Fla- 
vel's Divine Condud, p. 80.

place the Chirurgeons made ſeveral Incifions, and he felt it not; his Privities, Hips, Thighs, and 
Legs were terribly burnt, yet not his Stockings, his Feet were .alſo burnt, and indeed no Part 
was. free, ſo thar he was a woful fight. Afﬀrer che Patient was dreſs'd, and had got a little breath, 
both he and his Wife gave a full Account of the following Paſſages upon Oath: the 15th. 
of Jane at ound, EEG Sitſes came Drunk ings Tavern, where he with the Man of 
the Houſe, and another, drank three Quarts of Wine, aM coming home at Ten at Night, he 
lay down to (lee upon Cuſhions in the Kitchen, and fell into a um about a Story he had 
read in a Book of Simon de Uries, of a certain Compoy that danced in Maſquerade, with ever 
one a lighted Torch in their hand, wherewith they burnt one-another ; whereupon he ad 
and ſtood up, thinking to go into the Yard to make Water, and of a ſudden he found himfelf 
of a light flame in the midſt of the Room, which burnt ham thus dreadfully, and ſome part of 
his Cloaths ; upon which he cryed out fbr Help, butnone came ; then he began to faint, and 
in his Diſtreſs cryed out, © God; be gracious unto met poor forncr, and thereupon the flame 
ceaſed in the rwinkling of an Eye, but he growing faint, laid his Head upon a Cuſhion in- the 


Room ; about Two in the Morning his Wife came down, and found him in this fad Condi- 


tion, and felr ſomething under her Feer, which was like a, parcet of Red-aſhes, and burnt 
Rags, and taking bold of her Husband,” had only a burnt piee of his Sleeve in her Hand, where- 
upon ſhe cryed out, O'Lord, Dowee, thou art ogrey A it : He anſwered, the Devil hath 
b t me 1n this caſe; upon which ſhe'called in the Neighbours and Chirurgeons : His Wife 
ſaid, he had been much given to Drunkenneſfs, and often reproved in vain: by the Miniſters ; 
thar he drank much — and orher ſtrong Liquors, though he had often fivorn againft it, 
and uſually eurſed himſelf, wiſhing, that jf he were Drunk again, the Devil might tear him 
Limb from Limb : So thar God makes'uſe of the Devil as an Execurioner of his Judgment,to 
bring the miſerable Man's own Curſe upon him, not one Limb or Member being lett upon him.

Io. A Merchant of LZacca, travelling to Roan, in Normandy, was ih the way murder'd by a 
French Man, his Servant, and thrown amongſt the Vines. As the Fatt was doing, comes by a 
Blind Man, led by a Dog, (as 'tis uſual in that caſe) and hearing one groan, asked- who it was 2 
The Myrderer anſwered, T hat it was a Sick Man eaſing himſelf. ' T he Blind Man thus deluded, 
the Villain, with his Maſter's Money, and Bills of Exchange, ſets up a Shop at Roan. In the mean 
time, the Merchant was expected at Lncca ; and when he came not, a Meſſenger was diſpatched 
to ſeek him ; who, after much Enquiry, heard at an Inn, that Six Months before, a Luqaois 
Merchant lodged there, and was going towards Paris. But the Meſſenger hearing nothing of 
him there, began to ſuſpe&t that. he was murdered, and made his Complaint to the Parliament 
at Roan, who cauſed Enquiry to be made, if any about thar time had fer up a new Shop; and 
fmding that the Man aforeſaid had, they cauſed him to be Arreſted. But he upon Examination 
denied the Fa&t, till the dead Corps was heard of: Arid the Blind Man alfo hearing of this En- 
quiry, informed what he had heard about that Place, where the Corps was found, and whar he 
was anſwered, ſaying withal, that he knew the Voice from any others: Many Priſoners there- 
fore were ordered to ſpeak the ſame Words to the Blind Man, together with the Murderer ; but 
amongſt them all, he owned his Voice.

The Aga of the Serag/io 
complained hereof to the Grand Viſier, who preſently fent the Sub-Bafla of Ga/atia, to make 
Enquiry of the Fatt: The Embaſſador went himſelf to the Serag/io, and ſent for his Men 
which had been in the Quarrel, and willed the Tarks to kill the Man which bad thrown the 
Stone, who all with one ſhout ran upon one Simon Dibbins, a Man that was newly come from 
Candia, where he had ſerv'd the Venetians, and was now entertained into the Embaſlador's Ser- 
vice, who-interpoſed for him, but in vain. The ne offer'd great Summs for his Life ; but 
-the Ti#rks would have Blood for Blood. The Day of Execution being appointed, the Embaſſs- 
dor ſent his Chaplain to the Priſon, to prepare him for Death ; who examining him how he had 
formerly lived, he confeſſed, thar ſome few Years before, he had in England killed a Man, for 
which he had fled to Caraia, from whence he came to Conſtantinople, where he was now to ſuffer 
for that which he did nor. The juſt Judgment of God thus purſuing him, he was hanged at 
the Embaſſador's Gate, Knowle's Tarkiſh Hiſt. p. 1311. | | ;

14. A Lock-{mith, young, and given to Luxury, killed both his Parents with a Piſtol, out 
of a defire to enjoy their Money and Eſtate, Having committed this horrible Murder, he wenr 
preſently to a Cobler, and there bought him a pair of Shooes, leaving behind him his old znd'torn 
ones, which the Cobler's Boy threw. under his Seat which he fate upon. Some Hours after, the 
Door of the Houſe, where the Slain were, was commanded by the Magiſtrate to be opened, 
where were found the dead Bodies ; which the Son ſo lamented; that no Man had the leaſt Suſpi- 
cion of him, to be the Author of fo 'great a Villainy. . But it fell our, by Accident, that the 
Cobler had obſerved ſome Spors of Blood upon the Shooes left with him ; and it was obſerv'd, 
that the Son had more Money about him than he uſed to have.

. was ſent by her Miſtreſs to fetch ſome Wane ; in the ſame manner he ſlew the Miſtreſs, who, 


wondring at her Maid's Stay, came to fee whar was the Reaſon : This done, he fell to Rifling 
yon ts and Cabinets. The Merchant (upon his Rerurn) finding the horrible Murder, and Plun- 
der of his Houſe, with a Soul full of Trouble and Grief, complains to the Senate; and when 
there were divers Diſcourſes about the Murder. the Executioner had alſo put himſelf in the 
Court with the Crowd, and murmur'd out tuch Words as theſe : That ſeeing there had been fre- 
quent Brawls betwixt the Merchant and his Wite, there was no doubt but he was the Author 
of that Tragedy in his Houte; ara, taid he, were he in mine Hands, F wonld ſoon extort as much 
from bim. By theſe, and the ,like Words, it came to paſs, that the Merchant was caft into Pri- 
ſon, and being in a moſt cruel manner tormented by his Execurioner ( though Innocent) contet-

cordingly. Now was the Executioner ſecure, and ſeemed to be free of all Danger, rill the 
wakeful Juſtice of God diſcovered his Villainy : For he wanting Meney, had pawn'd a'Silver 
Bowl to a Few, who finding upon -it the Coat of Arms of the Merchant newly executed, fenr 
it to the Magiſtrate, with notice that the Merchant's Coat of Arms was upon it.

21. Anno 1675. arch the 19th. Wilkam Writtle, of Chatham, was condemn'd at Maidſtone 


Afizes, to be hang'd in Chains on Beacon-h:ll, for murdering of Ann James, his Sweetheart, 
and her Son John, about Six Years old. The manner of which Murder, and its Diſcovery, was 
thus : He tells her, That he had taken a Malt-houſe near Canterbary, and had near Faxlſor, a 
ſmall Living ; under Pretence of going to ſee them, he leads her, and her Son, into a Copice 
near Beacox-hill; where he firſt murdered the Woman, and taking what ſhe had, intends for De- 
vc#, and fo for France.;' but the Child, who had been playing up and down in the Copice, cry- 
ing after him, he returned and cut his Throat, and leaves him by his Mother, and now goes for- 
ward on-his Journey, thinking all ſafe. But mark the Providence of Ged : Quickly after, 
comes a Boy from Chatham, to gather Sticks, and a Dog with him'; the Boy being buſie a ga- 
thering Sticks, the Dog was buſie a hunting up and down, and having found out theſe two dead 
Corpſes, never leaves howling till the 'Boy came to him ; who no. ſooner faw this dreadful 
Spectacle, but runs like one mad to the Town, and acquainted his Neighbours ; who hafting to- 
the Place, and finding it as the Boy had related it unto them, by her Cloaths, and by her 
Son, knew the Perſons ; and now they want to find -out the Murderer : They knowing that 
Writtle was a Suiter to her, a Hue-and-Cry was ſent after him, and he was taken at Dover,

22. Ann Cocketoy, of the Pariſh of Stepny, was Indicted, in the 0!d-Baily, for the Murder 
of her Male Baſtard Child, on the gth. of ay, 1696. by throwing it into a Houſe of Office.

The Yaccians uſed tfuch Severity towards this kind of Men, that if one had bur 
taken a Handful of Corn, he was ſure to die for it. ZBeard's Theatr. p. 294- 

2. Marcis Fabins being Cenſor, condemn'd his own Son, Bareo, to Death , being appre- 
hended for Theft.

whom he had taken them. And as a great Cheſt was carrying forth, Trenchers, Platters, and 
other things were thrown about 1n ſo dreadful a manner, that -one not much noted for Religion, 
faid, Pray you, let us go to Prayer ; and indeed that was their only Refuge, Praying, -Reading, 
and Singing Palms : And rho' divers things were thrown, as a Diſh ſeveral times ( which gave 
Mr. Bennet once a ſinart Blow on the Cheek) the Man's Boots, a Chopping-knife twice, Crabs 
Bur of a Tub ſtanding in the midſt of the Room, a Firebrand, a Hammer, and a Bible; yer 
at Prayer all was quiet. In the Morning, after Mr. Benzet and his Brother were come away, 
before they got home, they heard that the Houſe was on fire. Mr, Benner was thereupon ſent 
for again ; in the "mean time they had carried away their Goods, pulled off the Thatch, and 
guench'd the Fire ; yer it kindled. again and again, till all the Man s Goods were carried out : 
And when theſe People ( whoſe Houſe was burnt down to the Ground) together with all their 
Goods, were removed into the Field, all was quiet in the ſecond Houſe ; but ſome things were 
thrown in the Field, and ſome noife heard among the Houſhold-tuff. Thus theſe poor Crea- 
tyres were diſtrefled ; their Houſe burnt down, that to which they removed ſeveral times fired ; 
and they with their Goods forced to lie in the open Fields for ſeveral Days and Nights together, 
being made a fad Spectacle to all forts of People, that came far and. near to ſee and hear of the 
Buſinefs. Afterwards a Faſt-day was kept by tour neighbouring Miniſters, and Sermons preached 
on theſk Texts, Jeb 11. ny. Amos 3. 6. Luke 13. 2, 3. 1j4, 33. 14, 15, 16, The Congregation - 
was great, and the diſtreſſed Perſons Gikgently attentive: After which, they were not at all 
troubled any-more in that manner.

A young Man, of about 24 Years old, being ſpritely, pleaſant, and of a middle ſtature, in 
Linen-Slops, Blew Waſtcoat, and bare-foot, with a Mariner's Gap on his Head, happened, to 
be in the Market-place : His Profeſſion was to' angle for little Fiſhes, as alſo to buy Fiſh, and 
carry them about to ſell: He was vulgarly called 2aſianelo, and being naturally Crafry, he'ob- 
ſerved the general Murmurings of the People, and ſo went up.and down to the Fruiterers Shops, 
and adviſed them, That meeting together, the next Day, .in the Market-place, they ſhould rell 
the Country Fruiterers, That they would buy no more gabelled Fruit.

Againſt a great Feſtival that was ap ing, 2 Feaſt that.uſed to be 
made by the Boys, and meaner-fort of People, in the Market-place ; he gathered to the num- 
ber of Fifty Thouſand.

Thox 
calleſt eſe Sixty, anſwered he, which thow haſt not : Neither [what is vaſe, nor what ii to come is 
rhine.'*We depend upon a point of flying Time, and it is the part of a great Man, to have been 
moderate. Plaro was of Opinion, that any Man became ſo much the wiſer, by how much the 
more lively he conſidered Death : Therefore he gave this Law to his Diſciples, ſtudious in Phi- 
olophy, that when they went a Journey, they ſhould never cover their Feet ; whereby that 
wiſe Man infinuated, that the end of Life was always to be thought oh. 1Vicholas Chriſtophorus 
Radzivile, Prince of Poland, affirms, that in Egypr, they who excelled others in Prudence and 
Age,. were wont to carry the long Bones of dead Men carved out of Wood or Ebony, ſhew 
them'dne to another, and thereby exhort one another to Contemplation : They alſo introduce 
the Remembrance of Death at theis Tables, and conclade their Banquers with this ſad Sentence, 
Nemento Mori, Remember to Die. Cateph, King of the Tartars, in the City of Bagdat, upon 
a Feſtival Day, which they call -Ramadar, being reſolved to ſhew himſelf to the People, rode 
forth' upon a Mule,. clad in Veſtments, that gliſtered with Gold, Silver, and precious Stones ; 
bur over his T«lipan he wore a black Veil, fignifying that all his Pomp was one day to be clouded 
by the ſhades of Death. J=/tinian the Emperor being dead, a Coverlet was thrown over him, 
wherein were. wrought in Phrygian Work, the Effigies and Figures of the Vanquiſhed Ciries and 
Barbarous Kings, whom he had overcome. Behold the Image of 'Death among Pageants, 
Scaffolds, Triumphs and ViRtories. Death plays with Empires, and knocks as well at the Tow- 
ers of Kings, as at. the Cottages of the Poor. Pope /artin the Fifth had this Symbol of a 
ſpeaking PiQture, -or of filent Poefie. Upon a Funeral Pile, kindled-and ready to burn, lay the 

| Popes Triple Crown, the Cardinals Hat, the jarchbiſhops Cap, the Emperors Diadem, the 
Kings Crown, the Ducal Cap and Sword, with this Motto, Sic amis gloria MMunar, Thas all the 
Glory of the World, 1 cannot but approve the Anſwer of a certain Mariner, who being -ask'd 
where his Father dy'd 2 In the Sea, faid he. And when the other ask'd him the ſame Queſtion 
coticerning his Grandfather, his Great Grandfather, and his Great Great Grandfather, the Mariner 
flifl'returned him the ſame Anſwer. Then inferred the other, And doſt not thou fear to goto Sea?

to loſe, that thou rmay'| gain an Erernal Kingdom. = Domirian the Emperor gave a Banquet to 
the Chief of the Senate, and the Order of Knighthood, after this manner : He hung his Houſe 
all with Mourning ; the Roofs, Walls, Pavements, Seats, were all covered with black, befpeaking 
nothing but ſorrow. . Into this Funeral Dining-room were all the Gueſts introduced by Night, 
without any Attendants : By each was placed a Bier, with. every one his Name inſcribed upon 
it, with ſuch Candles as they: were wont to burn. in.their Monuments. Li - 4 that waited were 
clad; in. black , and, encompaſſed the. Gueſts with Funeral Salutations. They ſupped in _ 


ep filence: Domitian in the mean time began a Diſcourſe relating to no- 
unerals : While the Gueſts in the extremity of Terror were ready to die 
Deomitian thought he had given wholſom Admonition to himſelf and 


4rahaw, that great Perſon, when he, by the Command of God, had been forced as a Pil- 

in; ro wander from place to place, minded nothing more than the Purchaſe of a Burying-place, 

at he would have to be fo ſurely his own, that he might;poſſeb it by all the Right and Law 

imaginable.

he requited that all rhe Inhabitants of rhe Country ſhould be Witnefles of the Bargain. Where- 

* by that Perſon of high Credit intimated, that norhing is more a Man's Property than his Se- 
pulchre, which he may truly above any thing elſe call his own; according to the Example of 

rabem, the beſt of Men always reckoning it among their chiefeft Cates, to take care of their 

Sephichres. The Emperor Maximilian the Firlt, three Years before he died, cauſed his Coffin , 

made of Oak, to be put up in a great Cheſt, and carried along with him where-ever he went ; 

and provided by his Will, that his Body ſhould be put intoit wrapt in Linen, without any Em- 

vaning or Diſembowelling, his Noſe, Mouth, and Ears-only being filled” with Quick-lime. 

What meant that great Perſonage ? Only to have his Monument always in his fight, co give him 

this continual Document, Think xpon Death ; that it ſhould alſo further fay,wherefore doſt thou 

a e and extol thy ſelf; wherefore doft thou poſſeſs ſo much, and covet more ? Thee whom

ro © The Cuſtoms of ſeveral Nations iu the Burial of their Dead. 
Many Perſons,. 1. Kiſs, and kindly. Salute their dead Friends and Relations, to ſhew the na- 


tural tenderne& and love they had-for the deceaſed; but this Cuſtom is now quite aboliſhed with 


us in many places, though this Practice ought not to be altogether diſcommended. 2. As for 
the nſage that is in ſome Countries, of waſhing the Dead, St. Chr3/oftom tells us, that it was de- 
rived at firſt from the Perſon of 'our Lord and Saviour, whoſe precious Body was waſhed as ſoon 
as they- took it down from the Croſs. And we read in the Ninth Chapter of the A&s of the 
Apoſtles, that a Woman of Joppa, called Tabirha, whom St. Petey reſtored to Life, had been 
waſh'd before ſhe was laid out for.the Grave. The Indians burn their Dead. z The Cuſtom 
of Perfuming and Embalming the Corps, hath in our days been (eſpecially in ra ) much 
obſerved.” And indeed the very reaſon, why the Primitive Chriſtians were ſo careful to Perfume 
the Dead, was, becauſe they regarded them as ſo many Members of the Myftical Body of the 
Redeemer of the World. Tertsllian in his Apology, upbraiding the Heathens with the vaſt 
Expences of ſweet Scents and Perfumes conſumed in the Temples, tells them, that thoſe Odowrs 
would be better employed, in Perfuming and Embalming the Bodies of Chriſtians, and their 
dear Friends departed. . At the Canary iſlands they hrs, their Dead with a Bogle of Wine ftand- 
ing by them. 4. As concerning the manner of Apparelling the Dead, all Chriſtians uſe nor the 
fame Pratice; for ſome do only cover them with a large 77»ding-ſheet, as they do in France : 
And others dreſs them in the very ſame Cloaths they were wont to wear, as in ah, and ſeveral 
other places. And others dreſs them, and lay them in their Coffin, in a white Shirt, a clean 

Cap, and ſometimes ( as a late Act of Parhament. enjoyns) in Flannel ; this is the Cuſtom in 

/ England. The Chineſe always before they bury their Dead (if he was a Martied Man). bring him 
zo his Wife, that ſo ſhe might firſt kiſs him, and bid him farewel. 


The Method that ought to be obſerved, in Funeral Proceſſions, for moſt Ranks and Degrees of Men. 


Firſt, Children of the Hoſpital. Two ConduCtors. Poor Men. Gentlemens Servants in 
Cloaks. Gentlemen in Cloaks. . Gentlemen in Gowns. ' Aldermen in Black. The Preacher. 
A Penon of his own Arms, Helm, and Creſt. The Coat of Arms. Chief Mourners. Two 
Aſſiſtants. Aldermen not in Black. Maſter of the Company, if, &c. Maſter of the Hoſpital. 
Then all Gentlemen'nor in Black. Neighbours and others. 

I might here enlarge npon Mourning for, and the Ancient Cuſtoms and Manners of Bury;»g 
the Dead:in all Nations; throughout all the habitable World, The Ancient Romans did uſe them 
that were dead after two manners, and they had two kinds of Obſeguies ; the firſt, and moſt 
Ancient, was to cover the dead with Earth, and to bury them as we do; the other to burn their 
Bodies, but this manner did not continue long. Numa Pompilizs was the Inventer of Obſequies, 
and he inſtituted a High-Prieſt, who had the Charge. The firſt Honour which they uſed to per- 
form.in the Obſequies of Famous Perſons, was to commend the Party by an Oration. Falerizs 
Publicola made a Funeral Oration on the Death, and in the Praiſe of Brarzs.- In like manner 
Julius Ceſar, being but Twelve Years old, commended his Grandfather ; and Tiberius, at the . 
Age of Nine Years, praiſed his Father. The ſecond Honour was to make.Sword-players to.Fighr. 
Afarcus and Decins, Sons to Junins Brutus, were the firſt that did praftiſe this, in Honour of 
their Father. ,The third Honour was, to make a Feaſt of Magnificent Furniſhment. The fourth 
was a diſtribution of Meat to all the common People. And ſuch { as I have faid before ) as 
could not. be buried with the like, and fo great Pomp ( for rhe Expences were inſupportable ) 
were buried in the Night-time by the Yeſþ:ones cloathed all in white, who carried the dead Body 
to his Grave. They bad likewiſe an Order, that within ſome while after the Obſequies, they 
would ſtrew divers Flowers and ſweet Odaurs upon the Sepulchre, as the. Roman People did upon 
the Funeral Monument of Scipio. And alſo they accuſtomed Yearly to Garniſh, Deck, and 
Adorn the Tombs or Graves of the Dead, with Pofies, Crowns, and Garlands of all forts of 
Flowers. Hugbands ( faith St. Jerom ad Pammachiamn ) were wont to ſftrew, ſpread, or ſcat- 
ter over, and upon the Graves and Sepulchres of their deceaſed dear Wives, Violets, Roſes, 
Lilies, Hyacinths, and divers Purple Flowers ; by which Txorioxs Office they did mitigate and 
leflen the grief of their Hearts, conceived by the loſs of their Loving Beafellows. The like ex- 
preffion of Mutual Loye Wives ſhewed to their buried Husbands. Now, above all Flowers in 
theſe Ceremonious Obſervances, the Roſe was in greateſt requeſt, and had the ſole preheminence, 
as Kirmas relates. The Ancient Ethnicks did hold the ſpringing of Flowers from the Grave of 
a deceaſed Friend, asan Argument of his Happineſs ; and it was their univerſal wiſh, That the 
Tomb: flones of their dead Friends might be light unto them ; and that a perpetual Spring-ride

of all kind of fragrant Flowers, might incircle their verdant Graves. According to this of Pere 


ſous, Sat. To K- 4p :

| Lie Earth light on their Bones, may their Graves bear 
Freſh fragrant Flowers ; ler Spring-ride fill live there. 


But to come back again. The Magnificence in burning the Bodies of the Dead; did far exceed 
in charges all other Pads of Funeral; for with the Bodies of Perſons of Principal regard ( as you 
may read in the Travels of George Sands) they burnt rich Odours, Gold, Jewels, Apparel, Herds 
of Cattel, Flocks of Sheep, Horſes, Hounds, and ſometimes the Concubines and Eves whom 
they moſt reſpected, to ſupply. their wants, to ſerve their delights, and attend upon them in 
the lower Shades, With the like Solemnity, or far greater, the Funerals of Patroclus were per- 
formed by Achilles, for with him were burned Oxen, Sheep; Dogs, Horſes, and twelve ſtout 
and valiant Sons of Noble Trojans. Achilles pulls off the Hair off his Head, and caſts it into 
the Flame; and befides inſtitutes certain Funeral Games to the Honour of his ſhin Friend, the 
Glory of the Greekiſh Nation, Patroclus, which is recorded by Homer, in the 23d. Book of his 
Iliads. They uſed to quench theſe Funeral Fires with Red Wine, and gathering the Bones to- 
gether, to include them in Urns, which they placed in. or upon ſome ſumptuous rich Monu- 


- ment, erected for that purpoſe. The Cuſtom of Burning the dead Bodies continued among 


the Romans but until the time of the Avronine Emperors, Ar. Dom. 200. or thereabours ;- then 
they began to Bury again in the Earth. Aanutins de leg. Rom. Fol. 125, 126. They. had, at 
theſe Burials, ſuborned, counterfeit, hired Mourners, which were Women of the loudeſt Voices, 
who betimes in the Morning did meet at appointed Places, and then cried out mainly ; beating 
of their Breaſts, wary their Hair, their Faces, and Garments, joyning therewith the Prayers 
of the defunct, from the hour of his Nativity, unto the hour of his Diffolution ; ſtill keeping 
time with the Melancholick Muſick. ( This is a Cuſtom obſerved at this day in ſome Parts of 
treland, but above all Nations, the Jews are beſt skilled in theſe Lamentations, being 


Fruitful in Tears; Tears that ſtill ready fland 
To fally forth, and but expe& Command. ) 


Amongſt theſe Women there was ever an old aged Beldam, called Prefica, Superintendint 
above all the reſt of the Mourners; who with a loud Voice did pronounce theſe words, /e licer 
as much as to ſay, He muſt needs depart; and when the dead Corps was laid in the Grave, and 
all Ceremonies fniſhed, ſhe delivered the laſt Adieu in this manner; Adiex, Adiex, Adieu, we 
muſt follow thee, according as the comrſe of Nature ſhall permit xs, To Mourn after the Interr- 
ment of our Friends, is a manifeſt Token of true Love.

The Ancient Romans, before they were 
Chriſtians, 9-0zrned Nine Months, but being Chriſtians, they »ſed Mourning a whole Tear, cloathed 
in black for the molt part, for Women were cloathed partly in white, and wy in black, ac- 
cording to the diverſity of Nations. Theſe Examples conſidered, I obſerve that we,in theſe days, 
do not weep and mourn at the departure of the Dead, ſo much, nor fo long, as in Chriſtian 
Duty we ought. For Husbands can bury their Wives, and Wives their Husbands, with a few 
counterfeit Tears, and a ſour Viſage, masked and painted over with diffimulation ; contracting 
Second Aarriages, before they have worn out their Mourning Garments. #abi/as the Martyr 
appointed to be buried with the Bolrs and Fetters which he bad worn for Chriſt. A2-. Barker's 
Flores, It was Lewss the Second of France, who when he was fick, forbad any Man to ſpeak 
of Death in his Court. Ar. Barker's Flores. Abraham, ſee how he beginneth to poſſeſs the 
World, by no Land, Paſture, or Arrable Lordſhip : ane thing 1s a Grave. So every Chri- 
ſtian muſt make this Reſolution. The firſt Houſhold-ftuff that ever Selexcus brought into Ba- 
bylon, was a Sepulchre-ſtoxe, a Stone to lay upon him when he was dead, that he kept in his 
Garden. Beza ſaith of a Sickneſs he had at Pars, Morbus iſte vere Sanitatis miby principium 
fxit : That Diſeaſe was the beginning of my true Health. And Olevian to the ſame parpoſs, 
of a Sickneſs he had, ſaid, I have thereby learned more of Sin and the Majeſty of God I 
ever knew before, As alſo Rivet faid, In the ſpace of ten days, ſince I kept my Bed, I have 
learned more of true Divinity, than in the whole courſe of my Life before: 44. Barker's Flores. 
Socrates the Night before he- was to die, would learn 344ſick, becauſe he would :e learning 
ſomething. Chetwind's Hiſt. Colleftions. We can never be.quiet till we have conquered the fear 
of Death, The ſight of Cyrxs's Tomb ſtruck Alexander into a dumps. But when Grace pre- 
vails, Death hath loſt his Terror. Ariſtippxs told the Mariners, that wondred why he was not as 
they, afraid in the Tempeſt, That the Odds was much, for they feared the Torments due to a 
wicked Life, and he expetted the Reward of a'good one. And it was cold Comfort that Dio- 
genes gave a lewd Liver, that being baniſh'd, complained that he ſhould die in a Foreign Soil, Be 
of good chear, whereſoever thou art, the way to Hell is the ſame. Felrhaw Reſolver, p. $2 Queen 
Ann, the Wife of King Henry the Eighth, when ſhe was lead to. be beheaded in the Tower, 
eſpying one of the King's Privy-Chamber, ſhe called him unto her, and ſaid unto him, Com- 
mend me unto the King, and tell. him, he is conftant in his courſe of advancing me; for. fron 
a Private Gentlewoman he made me a Maxrchioneſs, from a Marchioneſs a Queen, and now that.

culars, which were TranſaFed within the Bounds of Lower Languedoc, and that may in the mean time 


ſerve for a Specimen of the ſame. 


T H E Sufferings of the Reformed in the Kingdom of France, within the Revolution of 4 few 


1, When the Parliament of Toxlouſe, and other Parliaments in France laboured to deftroy the Pro- 
reſtant Charches ; God was pleaſed ro raiſe up a Lawyer named Claude Brouſſon,” who with much 
Zeal and holy Boldnelſs ſollicited the Parliament of Toxlouſe on their behalf, bur being ar laſt through 
the Violence of the Perſecution forced to goont of France in the Year 1683. after be bad run rhrough 
many Dangers there, he did yer from thence forward labour according to his Abiliry,” for the De- + 
fence, Edification, and Conſolation of his diſtreſſed Brethren : Lauſanne in Switzerland was the prin- 
cipal place of his Refidence, and though he had not been bred in the Study of Divinity, yer by afli- 
duous Application, and the blefling of God upon his Labours, he Compoſed and cauſed to be Printed, 
ſeveral ſmall Pieces adapred for the Uſe'of the afflited Churches, &c. and which he rook care to 
have diſperſed up and down France and elſewhere continually: As the extraordinary Miniſters of God's 
Word, were pleaſed ro come often to confer with him, concerning what both the one and the other of 
them had done for advancing the Lord's Work ; and that on the other hand,be found he, had not now as 
alſo for tome rime paſt the ſame liberty as formerly,to diſperſe his Writings in France bythe Poſt,he was 
follicited by bis Conſcience to return thither alſo, in order to do what he could for the Promotion of 
God's Glory, and had always theſe Words upon his Spirit, Ezek. 13. 4, 5. O Iſrael, thy Prophers are 
like the Foxes in the Deſares. Te have nor gone up into the Gaps, neither made up the Hedge for the houſe 
of Iſrael to ſtand in the Battel in the day of the Lord. And that other Text in Fudges 5. 23. Curſe ye 
Meroz, [ ſaid the Angel of the Lord], '&c. Wherefore he at lengrh determined to go thither, and in 
order thereunto, made up ſeveral Bales of thoſe Writings he bad gor Printed, and which he judged 
moſt proper for the advancement of the Kingdom of Heaven ; he did ſuppoſe he might be able to 
find outa way to convey thoſe Bales into Languedoc, and that when he found bimſelf in the Heart of 
the Kingdom, be might diſperſe the ſaid Writings with more Facility then he could have done during 
bis abode in Switzerland ; bur the Ways of God are not like our Ways, nor his Thoughts like our 
Thoughts. -Bur whatever he propoſed hereby, the Danger be ſhould expoſe himſelf rp, was very ter- 
rible ; for as he had had ſome ſhare in the managemeng of the Afﬀairs of the Reforhred Religion in 
France before the entire Deſolation of their,Churches, ſome of thoſe Diſorders which happened in the 
Year 1683, in Dauphine, Vivares, and Cevennes, were partly, tho' he were innocent, imputed to 
him ; and the Zeal alſo which be had manifefted divers ways during his Exile, for the Truth, Ser- 
vice of God, and the Conſolation of his deſolate Church, had more and more irritated the Courr, 
« Clergy, end Jeſuits againſt him. So that be clearly ſaw he could not return into France without ex- 
poſing kimſelf ro extream Danger ; Bur the Motions of his Conſcience were more vigorous than all . 
the Conſiderations in the World ; wherefore he prepared bimſelf for this dangerous Journey, by fre- 
quent Faſtings and continued Prayer. 

And as he had reſolved to go into France in company with ſome other Servants of God, and that he 
ſaw the departure of one and another was deferred for Reaſons that ſavoured too much of human 
Prudence ; He felt in bimſelf a Fire which conſumed him wirthour intermiſfion, and which at laft 
threw him into « ſlow Feaver, which moſt People thought to be Mortal, but whereof they knew not 
the cauſe ; he ſaw now clearly that God would infallibly make him die or'r, if be did any longer 
"withſtand the Motions of his Spirit; wherefore he concluded with bimſelf, that if he muſt die, ir 
were much betrer he went into France and died there, in following the Motion of his Conſcience, 
than to pine away elſewhere and die,withourt the diſcharging of his Duty. In order whereunto he mer 
the other Servants of God who were willing rodepart without ary more delay, and they divided them- 
ſelves into ſeveral Companies, becauſe of their number, among whom were the Brethren Vivers, 
Lapiere, Serein, Boiſſon, Dombres, Poutant, Papw, &c. Brouſſom was ſtill very weak, and much 
waſted ; but God confirmed bim in his Health while upon his Journey ; he entred. France in compa- 
ny with Mr. Debruc, an ancient Miniſter, who for ſome time had Refugiared himſelf in Swirzerland; 
they bad not been long in France,bur Debruc finding himſelf in eminent Danger,departed again our of 
the Kingdom ; however, the reft afore-mentioned continued to inſtruct the People according ro O 
porrunity and their Abilities ; but many Months were nor elapſed, when two of them, 01x. Boiſen 
and Dombres, after they had preached the Goſpel in Cevennes with extraordinary ſucceſs, ſuffered Mar- 
ryrdom with unſhaken Conſtancy ; they went to the place of Puniſhmenr ſinging God's Praiſes ; bur 
leaſt the Faithful and Roman-catholicks themſelves might be edified by their pious Demeanour and 
Exhborrations at the time of their Death, they ordered the Drums to Beat all the while, which bas 
been a frequent Practiſe with them on ſeveral occaſions. |

by ro ger thoſe Pieces he had Printed before in Switzerlend into France, and which be hoped be might 
bave been able r0-have got diſperſed thropg h the Kingdom; cheiimmediately fell ro inftruct and com 
fort ſome of his Brethren by. ſhort Exhortations, in Reading and Expounding to them the Holy Scrir- 
prure, or in diſperfiog-one way or atorher, thoſe ſmall Writings which he had compoſed ſor their nv 
ſtruction, and of which he made many Copies : Some Months after his arrival in Frange, that 19.4n 
December 1689, being with a ſmall Company of the Faithful npon one of the bigh Mountains'of -Ce- 
wennes covered with Snow, and in a Cottage; where he had\dwelt for ſonie Days with ſeveral of his 
Bretbren 3 all-theſe Faithful entreared and adjured him in the Name of the Lord, to: preach the Go- 
ſpel, and to adminiſter the Lord's Supper unto them ; Vivens who was alſo with him in the ſame 
Cortage, exhorred bim ro the ſame thing. | | 


Ir-is true, Brouſſon bad found himſelf diſpoſed of, a long time, to Labour by Writing according to 
his ability, to advance the Kingdom of God ; bur on-the other band, he had got yetentirely forſaken 
bis ſecular Imploymeng ; for during bis Exile, he had from time to time exerciſe the Function of his 
©. old Profeflion of Adyocate, though with ſome regrer,and ſo far as was neceſſary 'for the ſublittence of 
himſelf and Family, baving been diſpofleſt of all his Eſtate before. Though at the ſame rime he bad 
not yer applied himſelf publickly ro Preach the Holy Goſpel. ' Wherefore being ſtirred up by the 
nnatimous Exhortarions of his Brethren 10 preach the Word of God, and then to adminitier unto 
them the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper ;' be told them-he now clearly faw God bad pur that into 
their Hearts, and that he had a call ro conſecrate bimſelf t@ his Work and Service in a more particu- 
lar manner then he had done till that time, wherefore he prayed ro God with his whole Heart, thar he 
would be pleaſed ro grant unto him thoſe Graces that were neceſſary for ſo great aWork : Bat before 
he began his Preaching, Brother Vivens ſought God in a very fervent Prayer, that he would be pleafed 
ro grant him the affiftances of his'Holy Spirit, thar he might Labour fairbfully atd ſuccefsfully in fo 
holy and excellent a Work ; which being ended, Brouſſon ſaid, Well my Brethren, « it then your defire 
that T ſhould preach the Word of God to you; and alſo adminiſter the Holy Sacrament 2 To whom when 
the Faithful had made anſwer, That they ardently deſired it '5 he added, That ſince it was the Will of Grd 
that he ſhould preach the Goſpel and adminiſter the Lord's Supper unto them, he alſo Prayed with all bs 
Heart, that the Lord would voucbſafe the ſaving Aids of hn Holy Spirit unto him, and continualy increaje 
of Grace, to the end he might for the remaznder of hu Life, Labour ſucceſifully to the Glory of the great 
God, the Advancement of his Kingdom, and for the Salvation and Conſolation of hi choſen Ones : Then 
having bimſelf made his Prayer of Conſecration, he entred upon Preaching and Adminiſtring the Or- 

dinances unto them. - "I 
'Brouyſſon in the beginning of Fanuary 1690, having need of aCompanion took Henry Pont ant along with 
him, as Vivens did Papus, and ſo they left the high Mountain wherethey had endured great Hardſhips 
and parted, , Brouſſon going from Deſart ro Deſarr through C:vennesand Lower Languedoc to preach the 
Goſpel : And tho' there were a great many Soldiers in that Country who moyed Night and Day to 
hinder ſuch Aſſemblies, yer that _— prevent their being frequently held in' the Deſarts. Bronſon 
for the firſt two Years had a great many of: them, ſometimes three or four Meetings a Week, till at 
laſt the ill ſtare of bis Healthand Stomach which he had loſt by continual Labour forced him to ab- 
ſtain for ſome Months ; bur the extream Deſolation whereunto the People of God were reduced af 
fected him to thar degree, rhar he could not moderate his Zeal, fo that after he had raken ſome Re- 
poſe in ohe place, his manner was to traverſe a large Country, and to keep Meetings 'atmoſt at every 
League's diſtance, according as be found ir neceſſary for the Inſtruction and Conſolation of the Pec- 
ple ; Nay many times before he reſted in any one place, he held ten, a.dozen, fifteen, to twenty A(- 
ſemblies ; ſometimes ir ſo happened, that for fifteen Nights rogether he kepr Meerings every other 
Night, and yer made uſe of ſome part of the intermediate Night to go from one place to another. In 
the ordinary Aſſemblies he was obliged ro ſpeak eagerly for the ſpace of three Hours, and when the 
Sacrament was adminiftred for four or five Hours and an half, in the various Exerciſes of Divine 
Worſhip. Beſides theſe continual Labours be made three long Prayers every Day, one inthe Morning, 
another at three in the Afternoon, and-a third in the Evening, for the Conſolation of Families he came 
ro as he paſſed from place to place, or for ſuch who took care of him in the Defarts, and for thoſe of 
other faithſul Families who could be preſent at theſe particular Exerciſes; and theſe Prayers were alſo 
many times accompanied with an Exhortation : He alſo every Lord's Day performed two religious 
Exerciſes, one in the Morning, and the other in the Afternoon, with rhe Faithful who knew the place 
of his retreat, and who conld come to Pray to God with bim, and hear the Readipg and _ 
pounding 
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pounding. of his Word, or the Reading of ſome one of his Sermons, which Reading was allo attended 


with an Exhortation.  - - | | 
He did nor content bimſelf with Preaching the Goſpel, Viva voce, bur he Preached it alſo by Wri- 


ting : for che Nighe he employed to keep great Meetings, or to travel from Place ro Place, and the 


Day after having taken a tew Hours Repols. in the Morning, be ſpent inceſſantly in making Copies ' 


of his. Sermons, which | be 'compoſed upon the moſt Imporiaar Matters of Salvation, : in relation ro 
the Scare the Church of God was then in, in France ; and in. Oppoſition to the Errors, Superſtitions, 
Idalatry, and. Tyrannick and. Antichriſtian Rule, rhar rook place in the hy Church ; which be 
rook, Care.to have diſperſed. in Towns and Villages, where he could: nor go himlelf ro Preach. He alſo 
Tranſcribed Copies of ſeveral Letters, or. Prayers, which he Compoſed for the Edification of the Peo- 
ple, and. which he- ſent alſo to ſeveral Places : For this purpole he always carried a little Board with 
, him, which ſerv'd bim to write upon in the Woods, upon bis Knees, and which he called rhe Wilder- 
neſs-Table ; inſomuch, chat when the ill Stare of his Body, or the over-great Fury .of bis Enemies, 
bindred him to continue Holy Afſemblies, God gave. him the Comfort to labour for the Salvation of 
the People, | in a way, ſomerimes, more efficacious and extenſive, than if be could bave Preached to 
them in Perſon : Befides which, / he alſo laboured from time to time, to defend the Truth by other 
Writings, which he ſent to. the Court, in Juſtification of the DoErine which he Preached ; and io 
ſerve at the ſame time for an Apology for the other Servants of God, who Preached bis Word in France, 
and for the People that met together to ſerve God, and hear bis Word. . Which yer had o little et- 
fect, that. belides the daily Qurrages of the Soldiery,, there was an Order Pabliſhed in car 1691, 
wherein. was promiſed Five thouſand Livres, to any one that ſhould rake Vivens and Brs dead or 
alive ; Ar which Vivens being ſomewhat tranſported with Indigaarion, <0 otherwiſe of unblamable 
Converſation, of which even the Intendant himſelf, Monfieur de Bavz/e, who hath madeTo many Mar- 
yrs in Lower Languedoc, Cevennes, Vivares, &c. bare Teſtimony, when be ſaid, That heould nor 
:judge that ſame Man, they were ſo tranſported againſt him,that having raken one- named Va/deiron, who 
as of the Number of tboſe that accompanied him, the Violence offered hinj,-and the fear of che bor- 
"ible Paniſkmenr prepared: for him, made-'him ſhew them the Cave. where Vivens bad hid himſelf ; 
- - which they immediarely ſurrounded with Soldiers, in February 1692 :'the poor Man, after he bad 

. prayed'rhrice, [reſolved to ſell bis Life as dear-as be conld, and ſo-killed three of the moſt adventu- 

' rous Men thar.drew. neareſt the Cave ; ar laſt, he was killed. There were three Men in the Cave with 


"of him, who could hayedefended themſelves much longer, and deftroy'd many of their Enemies ; bur 


the Governour of "H/as, who Commanded the Soldiers, offering:tbem Life, if they would ſurrender , 
they accepted of the Conditions : Bur for all this, they were ſome Days after moſt injurioufly hanged 
at Alas, contrary to the {aid Capitulation. | | | 

It's rrue, Brou/ſen did not approve of this imimoderate Zeal in his Brother Vioens, and the reſt; and 
therefore he propoſed, for bis parr, to combar againft his Enemies with the Sword of the Spiric only, 
which is the Word, and ſo continue his Miniſtry af before ; and bolding a Meeting one time in the 
Wood of Boncoviraen, where there happened ro be a Perſon remarkable for his Quality, who drew 
near him, through the midſt of the People, and ſuch being rarely then ſeen in the like Ademblies ; this 
Aſſembly was diſcovered, and ſome-body faid, He had ſeen. 2 Perſon of Quality there : upon which 
Information, ſix Perſons of Qyality in thoſe Parts were ſeized, viz. rhe Barons of Fous and Agremont, 
Mon. de S4uzet,, Mon. de Gajens bis Son; Mon. de Dommeſargues, and Mon. de Feſſo ; for every one of 
which ane might be bold ro affirm, that fince rhe Deſolation of the Churches, they had never been in 
any of thoſe Religious Aﬀemblies ; bur right or wrong, they would bave ir fo: and thereupon Mon. 
Dommeſſargues, and Gajans, were Condemned-to the Gallies upon this Acconnt, and the reſt ſent to 
the Mines at Lyons, - 

But Brouſon's gentle Carriage did not ax allabate the Rage of his Enemies, Sut afrer the Death of 
Vivens, all rhe Choler/of-rhe Government was levelled ar him ; and they ſaid, provided be could be 
deſtroy'd, all woulg: be quiet in the Pagyince :. and from benceforward be was ſurrounded with an 
Army of Enemies;-.who inceſſantly thirfted for his Blood, and who fought for bic Night and Day, 
with utmoſt Fury : Bur beſides this grear Namber of declared Enemies, he was alſo expoſed ro the 
Perfidy of falſe Brethren ; as there are always a great Number of Reprobates, who love che Ways of 

aquity, and give themſelves to the Devil, for the leaſt Rewatd or Profir, and who are more afraid of 
PRs of Men, than of the Judgment. of God ; the Intendant was continually putting forth 
- an Order, thar promiſed a grear Sum of Money towhomſoever ſhoald rake, or kill him : And among 
others, there was one publithed, and ſet up every-where, in the Month of Fuly, 1693, wherein was 
' Bite thouſand Livres promiſed, ro whomſoever, that would, by a Letter ro the Poſt-Mafſter, diſcover 
the Place where he might be ſeized : promiſing withal, upon his Faith and Honour, no Man ſhould 
ever know, who it was that gave thar Information : and adding, that after Brouſſon were raken, he 
thar ſhould give ſuch Information, ſhonld have no more to do, than ro'go to the Poſt-Maſter, ro whom 
be had ſent the Letter, and he would pay bim the Five thouſand Livres, without enquiring who he 
was. There was alinoſt no place wherein there was not ſome new Fades, who would ſell himſelf: ro 
the Devil,by ſeizing of bim ; ir may well be jadged,there now could have been no greater Danger for a 
Servantof God,rthan to go from place to place,to inftruct and ſolace the People,and ſo pur his Life into 
the Hands of a great many Perſons, ſeeing the Aſſemblies, were very numerous and frequent : bur 
God upon this occaſion was pleaſed ro make known, how wonderful the Care was he took for the Pre- 
ſervation of thole that fear him, who do nor put their Truft in an Arm of Fleſh, but their whole Con- 
fidence in him. - | 

Bar to be a little more particular upon this Head : You are to Note, that there was a certain Per- 
ſon of Aula, near Du Vigun, in Cevennes, whoſe Name was Gautier, with whom Browſſon'had been 
a Fellow-Stndent formerly, at Niſmes ; As this Gautier was a profane and wicked Perſon, bur yer 
one that pretended himfelfto be of the Number of the New Converts, and who had allo formerly 


been a Studeny. for the Miniſtry 3 be was from time to time carried covertly into the Fort of St. Hipolite, 
as 


/ 
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as a Priſoner for Religion ; and there he related ro the Faichful, who were really Priſoners for having 
been taken at Religious Meetings, the pretended Mileries. which bimſelf bad ſuffered for a long time, 
ro the end he might oblige thoſe poor People to diſcover” to him all that rhey knew. After be had 
done a World of- Miſchief in tbe Priſons, in this faſhion, and bad thereby gor ſufficient Inftructions 
abour Brouſſon, ' he treated with the Magittracy abour leizing bim. Bur that he might bave the berter 
Succeſs in bis Deſign, there was leave given bm to hold Affemblies himſelf,- and ro Preach the Goſpel ; 
as he was a Perſon that bad ſome good Meaſure of Learning, and who manifeſted mach Zeal and 
Courage for rhe Truth, ' for be feared nothing ; bis Meetings were many times very numerous, and 
- many of rhoſe who laboured fincerely for the Salvation of the People, began very often to frequent it ; 
But be thought fit to ſpare them, that he might, as he thought, give more confiderable Blows, and for 
which be was promiſed a greater Reward ; wherefore he informed bimlelf very diligently concerning - 
Brouſſon, ſaying, he bad a grear defire to fee and confer with him, in order ro know, whether he 
| would adviſe bim to continue his Meetings, or go out of the Kingdom. ' When Broxſſou was adverti- 
ſed hereof, be ſaid, he ſuſpected thar Man, that he bad already underſtood that their Perſecutors had 
ſent falſe Brerbren into the Priſons, for ro diſcover the Secrets of ſuch as were true Priloners for the 
Goſpel ; that Gautier was gor out of. St, Hipolite Fort, no-body knew how, and that if he had true 
Zeal for the Church, be ſhould have no occafion to conſult- any-body, upon the Meſſage he ſenc him, 
fince the People heard him with delight. Thar he muft needs know, that Brouſſon had reaſon ro be 
miltruſtful-of all ſach as be did nor know throughly, and yer notwithſtanding he had not heard of bim 
bar of late days, yer be ceaſed not ro defire preffingly, to ſee him in his Retreat. In the mean-time, a 
certain young Man, that bad perſevered in the Truth, and who had been often with Broyſſon, and 
who happened ro come into ſome Meeting where this falſe Paſtor was-3 conducted bim- to the 
Houſe where Browfſon then refided : Bur as the young Man wenr in firſt, and that Brouſſon reproached 
him, that he had beyay'd him ; the young Man wenr preſently our again, and rold the Traytor,/ Thar 
Brouſſon was not in that Houſe : However, he conducted himin, avd brought bim ro another Room * 
than rhat Brouſſon was in ; and from whence Brouſſon drawing nigh to hear what he ſaid, be under- 
flood, norwithftanding all bis Diſguiſe, he was a falſe Brother ; and this he made koown to his Friends. 
Some time after this, that ſame Wretch wenr to keep a Meeting in Lower Languedoc, near St. Genie 
to. which Aſſembly be invited the moſt fairhbful of thoſe Parts, who were ſurpriſed to ſee at ſame diſtance 
from bim, eight or ten Men: in Cloaks, whom they knew nor, and who in appearance were Soldiers : 
He preſently told them, he had prepared a little Sermon for them ; bur that ſceing rhe Afſembly was 
bot numerous, he would content bimlelf ro make an Exhortation and Prayer ; which he did very accu- 
rately. When he bad done, he rold them, He was one of thoſe Paſtors who. had Refugiated them- 
ſelves in Switzerland 3 and rhat the other Miniſters char remained in that Country, had ſent bim to in- 
form himſelf of rhe Carriage of ſuch as Preached the Goſpel unto them. Theſe poor People baving 
bereupon tellified how much they were ſatisfied therein 3 the Wrerch ſaid, he bleſſed God for ir, with 
all his Heart, Bur he from thence forward rook Care to know exactly, all rhe Places of their Retrear, 
and as thoſe poor People did not know then, where they ſtood, he charged a Woman that was there, to 
ter Brou[ſon know, That a Man of Norte was come into France, about the Aﬀairs of the Reformed, 
and was very defirous to ſee him ; and he ſent a Perſon on purpoſe ro that ſame Woman.every Week,to 
know the News. Ir would be roo redious to relate all that followed, and the many Circuwftances of 
this Buſineſs; it's enough to tell you, that there was ſo clear a Diſcovery of this Wretches being a Mini- 
ter of Satan, that after he berray'd in Cevennes, one of our Brethren, wbo, with him, drank the 
Waters of Pommazet, he was conltrained to take off bis Mask, and to go at the Head of Soldiers, 'to 
ſee for Brouſſon. As he had made diſcovery of many Things, the Intendant gave common Proof thereof, 
by beſtowing liberally upon him of the Goods of tach as were acculed by him. Bur ar the laſt, as 
the End of theſe falſe Prophers is like their Works, this new Fudas being terrified one Day, threw bim- 
ſelf into a River, berween Vigan and Ganges, where he was drowned, tho the River was not deep. 
There were a great many more of theſe perfidious Wrerches, that {old themſelves ro Satan, for to de- 
ftroy Brouſſon, and who were paid” for ſearching continually for an opportunity to ſeize bim. It was 
affirmed, that the Imtendant ſhould boaft after Vivens's Death, That be bad Eighr bundred of them in 
the Cevennes, or Lower Languedoc * it's moſt certain, he bad one in pay through all the Cities, Towns, 
and Villages there ; there were alſo Rewards beſtowed upon all the Officers and Soldiers, for all God's 
Servants taken by them, and for other faithful Ones, whom they rook upon the Account of Religious 
Aſſemblies ; And as Brouſſon was at that time looked upon by the Government, as the principal Anthor 
of thoſe Aſſemblies, and as the Perſon who fomented them, which he could not do himſelf ; it was 
ſaid, Five or Six Months before he went laft our of France, that be had then coft the Province Eighr 
hundred thouſand Livres : And tbo' by the Order publiſhed againſt him, there were no more than Five 
- thouſand Livres promiſed him, who ſhould diſcover bim, it was afterwards verbally given-out, that 
they would give Ten thouſand Livres, ro whomſoever ſhould deliver bim up, or take him : And art laſt 
it was ſaid, they would give a much greater Suw which extreamly animated both Soldiers, and falſe 
Brethren, ro look after him. 

Bur that which Broyſſon in ſome, ſort bad moſt reaſon. ro fear, was the Zeal itſelf of the People ; for 
from the time that he came ro any place, the great defire which the poor People bad, to pray to God, 
and hear his Holy Word, was the Canſe that thoſe who knew of bis Arrival, could not forbear to com- 
municate the ſame to other faithful Friends, tho' under the reftriction of concealing it. Theſe rold ir 
to others, recommending alſo Secrecy to them, *cill at laft it came to be communicated alſo to ſome 
falſe Brerbren, whoſe evil Deſigns God alone could know : all which put together, made Brouſſon be 
in continual Dangers ; inſomuch, that he was ordinarily conſtrained ro make his Sojourning in Deſarts 
and Caves. where for alt thar, he was continually purſued by his Enemies. He had Death continually 
before bis Eyes, and even the cruelleſt of Deaths : for tbe Magiſtrates were much more incenſed againſt 
bim, than againſt all the other Servants of God ; bur God ftrengtbned him always with bis Grace : 
It ſeemed to him a thouſand times, that the Way of Eſcape was fully precluded, and the moſt inbu-

"HE Impreſſion which the Almighty hath made upon the ſe- 
weral Pieces of the Creation, and diverſity of Species, Figures, 
Lineaments, Properties, and Curioſity of Operation diſcernable 

in them, is enough to amuſe and puzzle the Reaſon of the. moſt 
Ingenious and Gigamic Atheift in the World : For can any Man in 
his right Wits and Senſes conclude, that all-theſe brave and curious 
Beings, made themſelves ; or, that they happen'd caſually by afor- 
euitous Concourſe of Atoms, and little Particles of Matter, acci- 
dentally jumbled together ? Men have lived now by Szcceſſzon of 
Generations, ſeveral Thouſands of Years in the World ; and yet 
we never read, or heard of any of them, that ever ſaw a Houſe 
built, or a Fly made, in this manner. We cannot bring the Herbs 
in our Garden, into the due Form and Mixture of a Sallad ; ' nor 
prevail with our Labouring Cattel to' come into their Harneſs, 
and:draw in the Yoke ; nor range Soldiers into their due Order, 
_ withont the Exerciſe of Care , and the Diſcipline of a Superiour : 
And ſhall the whole Vniverſe be filled with fuch Plenty and Varic- 
ty of admirable Creatures, and thoſe Creatures made with /ad- 
mirable Wiſdom, and able to produce admirable EffeRs, 'and 
nothing but what is common and viſible, and which occurs 
to our outward Senſes, contribute and concur to the making of 
them. Fie apon ſuch Stupidity and Bruntiſbneſs of Thought !. 1 do 
here preſent the Keadhdr, not with a Scheme of what is very com- 
mon and obvious, Things that we may ſee and hear of every Day, 
every Way we go; butthe Rarities of Nature, the moſt remarka- 
ble Particulars of the viſible Creation, the Archives and Treaſury 
of this lower World, the Repoſicory of Things more ſtrange and 
wonderful than ordinary. And this I do on purpoſe to rouze and 
awaken the Reaſon of Men aſleep, into a Thinking and Philoſophi- 
cal Temper ; that if poſſible, when they will wink and ſieep, and 
ſcorn to ſpend a ({erious Thought upon the Common Scheme of the 
Worid, they may ſtartle at Extraordinaries, and wind up their Rea- 
ſons a little higher, upon the fight of Wonders. But this is not all 1 
aim at ; the Footfteps of the Divinity are {o conſpicuous in the Crea- 
tion, that, methinks, 'tis very caſte and natural for Human Reaſon

cellencies he can meet with, upon the ſeveral Beings in the World, 
| and then fall down uponthis Wh in-an-humble and modeſt Ad- 
dreſs and Adoration, to the Great, * Wiſe, and Gracious Creator. 
The greateſt Adverſaries we have to deal with in this Caſe, are the 
Wits:'of the Age, ſome of Epicurms's Litter, who deny all Rewelation
